Lack  of  technical  know-hc»  is  the  main  factor  impeding  development 
of  Pakistan's  steel  industry,  according  to  S,  Frederick  Magis,   steel  tech- 
nologist at  Arrrtour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology'- 
in  Chicago, 

Magis  recently  returned  to  the  United  States  after  spending  one 
year  assisting  that  country's  steel  industry.     The  Pakistan  assignment 
is  one  of  several  Point  IV  industrial  projects  being  conducted  by  Armour 
Research  Foundation's  International  department. 

Some  progress  has  been  made,  Magis  said,  in  improving  the  operation 
and  prodactivity  of  Pakistan's  steel  mills  during  the  past  year.     But  the 
improvement  is   slox^r  and  the   obstacles  are  many,     Magis  listed  soire  of  these 
obstacles  as  follows: 

1,  Lack  of  trained  administrators,  engineers,   and  technicians. 
Before  thjs  partition  of  Pakistan  and  India  six  years  ago,  most  of  the  trained 
personnel  in  Pakistan's  steel  mills  were  Indians,  T-iio  have  since  left, 

2,  Obsolete  equipment.     Most  of  the  equipment  in  Pakistan's  steel 
mills  is  so  obsolete,  it  is  no  longer  economical  to   operate.     Of  the   countiy's 
1|0  mills,   only  two  had  equipment  that  could  be  salvaged  in  a  redevelopment 
program, 

3,  Lack  of  capital  to   import  needed  equipment, 
9A/53  (more) 
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U,     Uneconomical  methods  of  production.     The   steel  mill  ovmcrs 
were  slow  to  accept  changes   and  had  to  be  "sold"   on  the  idea  that  new 
methods  could  improve   their  production. 

Even  with  the  progress  that  has  been  made,  Magis   said  that  Pakistan's 
steel  industry  is  still  many  years  behind  American  standards  of  production. 
He  believes,  however,    that  the   country  will  continue  to  progress  steadily, 
though  slowly. 

After  he  reports  to  Armour  Hcscarch  Foundation,  Magis  xdll  confer 
with  government  officials  in  '/ashington,  D.  C.,  and  then  return  to  hia  home 
in  New  Jersey.

Television  has  endless  possibilities  as  an  educational  mediunr, 
Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technologyj 
Chicago,  told  a  suburban  teachers'    conference  tbia  iHomtng. 

"It  is  much  more  potent  than  radio  or  films   for  teaching,"  he  saidj 
"because  it  offers  the  attractions  of  sight,  sound,   immediacy,   and  hone 
viewing." 

Dr.  Rettaliata  cited  the  potentialities  of  television  while 
discussing  the  effect  of  teclinology  on  the  educational  processess   at  the 
annual  fall  teachers'  meeting  in  the  Deerfield-Highland  Park  area. 

He  said  the  nation  needs  a  means  by  x-h  ich  it  can  speed  and  broaden 
the  basic  education  of  youth  and  also   continue  the  education  of  all  citizenff 
beyond  the  completion  of  their  formal  education* 

"Thoughtful  people  everywhere  are  convinced  the  answer  is   television-- 
educational  television.     It  is  for  that  reason  we  are  seeking  to  raise 
sufficient  fimds  to  operate  Channel  11 — the  only  television  wave  length 
reserved  for  educational  programming  in  the  Chicago   area,"   he  asserted* 

Dr.  Rettaliata  is  a  member  of  the  Chicago  Educational  Television 
association  board  of  trustees  and  heads  the  group  of  presidents  of  l6 
Chicago-area  educational  and  cultural    institutions  sponsoring  the  TV  station.

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He  said  ^800,000  has  been  raised  of  the  ^^,100,000  needed  to 
build  and  equip  the  station  and  to  operate  it  for  two  years.  He  expects 
Channel  11  to  begin  operation  viithin  a  year. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  said  the  programs  will  appeal  to  all  ages.  In 
addition  to  programs  concerned  vdth  formal  education,  the  telecasts  will 
include  a  wide  variety  of  programs  of  a  general  educational,  cultural, 
and  informative  nature,  he  explained. 

Technology  has  had  an  immeasurable  effect  on  the  educational 
processes,  according  to  the  Illinois  Tech  educator. 

H  e  said  the  most  materialistic  impressions  of  technology  are  fouxid 
in  the  new  school  buildings  and  teaching  tools,  while  the  most  noticeable 
effect  has  been  the  greater  awareness  by  the  public  of  science  and  its 

related  phases, 

"Men  and  women,  the  young  and  the  old— none  can  escape  the  influence 
of  technology  in  a  world  of  television  sets,  atom  bombs,  and  jet  planes," 

he  stated. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  said  this  awareness  has  been  expressed  through 
the  purchase  and  operation  of  all  types  of  mechanical  equipment,  the  great 
interest  in  technical  and  science  fiction  literature,  and  the  never-ending 
demand  for  new  and  better  products*

The  Vandercook  College  of  Music  has  announced  it  will  move  to 
a  new  site  in  the  32OO  block  on  South  Michigan  avenue. 

Vandercook  college,  now  located  at  1^35   "^'ashington  blvd. ,  at 
one  time  sent  its  instructors  for  classes  in  liberal  arts  and  education 
to  Lewis  Institute,  then  at  Damen  avenue  and  Madison  street.  Lewis 
merged  with  Armour  Institute  of  Technology  in  1940  to  form  Illinois  Tech. 

Purpose  of  the  move  is  to  make  more  IH  liberal  arts  courses 
available  to  Vandercook  students,  who  are  preparing  to  be  band  and  choral 
directors.  For  the  past  four  years,  Illinois  Tech  has  been  sending 
instructors  to  the  present  Vandercook  location  to  give  extension  courses 
in  Znglish,  history,  and  education. 

There  will  be  no  direct  connection  between  the  two  institutions. 

H.  E.  Nutt,  dean  of  the  music  college,  said  plans  have  been 
made  to  move  into  rented  quarters  near  Technology  Center.  Classes 
would  be  held  in  the  temporary  rooms,  now  being  sought,  during  the 
winter  and  spring.  Construction  is  expected  to  start  next  ¥s.y. 
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A  deposit  has  been  irade  on  the  site,  which  has  a  foot  frontage 
on  the  east  side  of  Michigan  avenue,   ivith  an  option  to  buy  when  rented 
rooms   in  the  vicinity  have  been  found.      It   is   just  north  of  a  lot  to  be 
occupied  by  the  Chicago  College  of  Optometry,   which  plans  to  begin  a 
$200,000  building  there  this  year. 

The  $300,000  music  building  will  match  the  architecture  of 
Illinois  Tech's  modern  structures,   designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe^ 
It  will  be  T-shaped,   60  feet  in  front,   I50  feet  deep,   and  100  feet  at 
the  back. 

Its  two  floors  will  contain  I6   classrooms,  other  rooms  for 
choral  v/ork  and  composition,   34  practice  rooms,   and  an  auditorium.     A 
lounge,   photographic  laboratory  for  processing  educational  films,  and 
repair  shops  will  be   in  the  basement.

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More  than  li^O  students  are  expected  to  participcte  in  ths  Air 
Force  and  Naval  Reserve  Officers  Traiiiiing  Gorps  progi^sms  this  fall  at 
Illinois  Institute   of  Technology  in  Chicago, 

Col.  E(iJirard  C. Greene  Jr.,  professor  of  air  science  and  tactics 
at  IIT,  said  the  Mr  force  unit  expects  an  cnrolinent  of  30O.  Of  this 
number  about  lOc      ill  be  freshmen  and  other  ncn  students. 

The   IIT  Naval  ROTC  unit,  headed  by  Capt.   David  A.  Harris,   pro- 
fessor of  naval  science  and  tactics,   anticipates  an  enrollment  of  60 
freshmen  and  100  advanced  students  when  classes  begin  at  the   Institute 
Sept.   21. 

Students  enrolling  in  either  ROTC  unit  will  register  Sept.  17 
and  18  along  vdth  all  other  IIT  students,  since  ROTC  work  is  taken  as 
part  of  the  normal  academic  schedule. 

Illinois  Tech  is  one  of  l8r  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
United  States  that  \nll  train  an  estimated  110,000  young  men  in  the   re- 
oriented AERCTC  program  this  year. 

The  Air  Force's  recent  reversal  from  a  build-up  for  195U  to  a 
reduced  force,  brought  on  by  loT^red  budget  and  manpower  authorizations, 
lall  have  a  definite  effect  on  the  .^VFROTC  program.   Col.  Greene  explained. 

Reduction  plans  i-dll  mean  a  drastic  slash  in  junior  and  senior 
class  enrollment  in  the  Air  Force  program,   he   said,  and  most  graduating 
officers  will  be  ear-marked  for  flight  training, 
9/11/53  (more) 
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Col.  Greene   said,  hoijevor,   that  the  nuiriber  of  college   freshmen 
and  sophomores   to  be  enrolled  will  not  change.     He  emphasized  that  there 
is  no  limitation  on  the  basic  course,   -thich  covers  this  first  two  years, 
and  that  any  freshman  interested  in  the  AFROTC       encouraged  to  enroll* 

Illinois  Tech's  Naval  ROTC  unit  is   one  of  $2   such  units  throughout 
the  country^     The   IIT  Naval  armory,    canpleted  in  19l|.6,    is  considered  one 
of  the  most  modern  and  best-equipped  in  the  MOTC  program. 

Students  may  choose  between  two  distinct  Iv^ROTC  programs  at  Illinois 
Tech:   contract  or  regulare     Contract  students  agree   to   take  naval  science 
courses  and  one    summer  training  cruise.     They  are  given  uniforms   and  about 
P>2S  a  month  during  their  junior  and  senior  years.   Upon  graduation  they 
receive  a  reserve  commission  and  may  be   called  to  active  duty  for  two  years, 
if  needed. 

The   contract  program  is  roughly  equivalent  to  the  Army  and  Air 
Force  ROTC  programs. 

Students  who  choose  the  regular  NROTC  program,   pass  a  competitive 
examination^   and  arc  selected,   are  appointed  midshipmen     when  they  enroll. 
They  receive  tuition,   other  fees,   textbooks,  uniforms,    and  t$0  a  month 
to  help  pay  their  expenses. 

The  stud.cnts  must  take  naval  science  courses  and  make    three  suimr.er 
cruises,  each  about  six  T..-ecks  long.     They  agree   to  accept  a  regular  commission 
and  to  serve  for  three  years,   if  called  to  active  duty. 

At  the  end  of  their  second  year,  NROTC  students — contract;  or  regular- 
may  elect  the  Marine  Corps  option  and  receive  a  second  lieutenant's  commission 
in  the  Marines  upon  graduation,

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Education  must  take   a  more  intimate  part  in  the  world  around  it, 
according  to  Dr.    John  T.    Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute   of 
Technology,  Chicago. 

Speaking  at  a  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Education  section  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society  Septo   9,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,   "The   fruits  of 
the  tremendous  intellectual  capacity  present  in  our  universities  should 
no  longer  be  limited  to  the  classroom.     They  shou3.d  be  made  available 
to  society,  because  society's  need  for  them  is  very  great," 

To  be  affective  as  well  as  realistic,  th-e  Illinois  Tech  president 
continued,  education  must  adjust  itself  to  the  circumstances  of  modern 
life. 

"Unless  it  does  so  with  considerable  success,"  he  added,   "it  will 
be  unable   to  play  the  continually  expanding  role  that  society  is  demanding 
of  it. 

"Technological  institutions,   such  as  it  is  my  privilege   to  be  associ- 
ated Tidth,  must   supply  competent  graduates  to  reduce  the  critical  shortage 
of  scientific  and  engineering  personnel  now  existing  and  expected  to  con- 
tinue in  this  decade,"     The  institutions  also  must  participate  more  directly 
in  improving  national  productivity,   Dr.    Rettaliata  said,    for  this  represents 
the  principal  solution  to  problems  that  vrlll  be  precipitated  by  this  country's 
tremendous  increase  in  population  in  the  remainder  of  this  century.

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"Here,   I  believe,   the  private   educational  institution  fills  a 
real  need.     The  strength  of  the  private  college  is  in  its  independence, 
and  its  value  lies  in  its  diversity.      It  can  do,   and  is  doing,   many 
unique  and  needed  jobs  in  education." 

This  type  of  education  must  be  preserved,  Dr.   Rettaliata  asserted, 
but  it  is  approaching  a  perilous  state  because  of  tte  financial  difficul- 
ties of  most  private  institutions  of  learning. 

He  described  contributions  from  industrial  and  business  corporations 
as  having  the   greatest  potential  in  helping  educational  institutions  over- 
come  these  difficulties, 

"¥e  believe  that  we  are   serving  business  and  industry  well,"   he 
said,   "and  we  beHeve  our  sister  institutions  are  doing  so,   tooo     But  vie 
know,   and  we  know  it  well,   that  we   cannot  continue  to  do   so  without 
additional  support."

Illinois  Instlt\ite  of  Technology,  \hich  trains  more  engineering  studsnts 
than  any  other  college  or  raiveraity  in  the  United  States,  exoects  a  ^0  per 
cent  increase  in  freshman  enrollment  this  year. 

This  estimate  was  made  by  Philip  B,  Lottich,  director  of  adndssians.    An 
estimate  of  ITT' s  total  enrollment  this  year  is  irore  difficult,  Lottich  oaid, 
because  registration  continues  throughout  next  wedc.

The  educaticmal  program  at  Illinois  Tech  lies  in  four  areas:     tl»  Engineering 
division,  LLberal  Studies  division,  Eveninjr  division,  and  the  Graduate  schooOl^ 
Fall  semester  instruction  In  all  divisions  will  begin  Monday,  Sept.  21, 

The  Engineering  division  of  ITT  offers  degrees  in  ll  different  curricula| 
architecture  and  city  planning,  chemical  en^lneerinr,  chemistry,  civil  engineering, 
design,  electrical  engineering,  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering,  food 
engineering,  industrial  engineering,  mathematics,  mechanical  engineering,  metal- 
lurgical engineering,  physics,  and  technical  drawing. 

Several  of  these  programs  are  unique  to  Illinois  Tech.     The  institute  off&rs 
the  first  and  only  degree-granting  program  in  fire  protectian  and  safety  engineering. 
It  instituted  a  four^rear  course  leading  to  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in  this 
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field  In  1903#    In  19U8  IH  began  the  first  dbfpwe -granting  ciirriculuiii  in 
food  engineering. 

The  world-famous  IxMtitute  of  Design,  founded  in  Chicago  in  1937  by 
the  late  Moholy-^Jagy  and  patterned  after  the  renovned  Bauhaus  in  Germany, 
became  a  degreo-granting  departraent  of  IIT  in  191*9.     It  ofi'ers  programs  in 
product  design  (including  shelter  and  equipraent  design),  visual  design,  and 
photography,  in  the  belief  that  art,  scimice,  and  teclmoloijir  are  interdependent 
adjuncts  of  industrial  design. 

In  1950  Illinois  Tecii  began  a  prggraia  leading  to  a  badielor  of  science 
degree  in  technical  drawing,  and  becane  tlie  first  colHege  or  university  to  offer 
a  degree  in  this  specialissed  field* 

In  its  liberal  Studies  division,  Illinois  Tech  offers  seven  curriculajf 
biology,  business  and  economics,  English,  home  ecctnomics,  political  science, 
paycholo^  and  education,  and  public  administration.    Many  of  the  institute's 
coeds  are  home  economics  majors  since  HT  Is  the  only  non-sectarian  college 
in  Chicago  that  offers  an  undergraduate  degree- planting  program  in  this  field. 

About  two-thirds  of  Illinois  Tech's  total  enrolliicent  is  in  its  Evening 
division.    This  division  furnishes  all  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs 
of  the  institute  to  qualified  persons  viio  are  unable  to  attend  college  full-tinie. 
A  student  can  earn  his  bachelor's  degree  in  seven  to  eight  years  of  stu:^  through 
the  Evening  division. 

The  Graduate  school  offers  the  degrees  of  master  of  science  and  doctor  of 
philosophy  in  iTOst  of  the  fields  already  mentioned,  and  special  programs  may  be 
arranged.     T-ho  unique  graduate  programs  provide  training  in  business  administration 
for  engineering  graduates,  leading  to  masters'  degrees  in  business  and  engineering 
ackninistrrtion  or  in  public  engineering  adninistration. 

A  total  of  $26ii,000  in  scholarship  funds  was  available  to  ITT  students  last 

year.     Four  huAdred  and  eleven  students  received  some  form  of  financial  aid*     The 

institute  also  effers  half-tuition  scholarships  to  veterans  wlio  served  in  the  aimed 

forces  since  the  Ko3?ean  emergency. 
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Illinois  Tech  is  a  privately  supported,  non-sectarian,  coeducational 
institution.     It  was  created  in  19U0  throiigh  a  merger  of  two  famous  insti- 
tutions of  learning,  each  of  which  had  served  CMcago  trell  for  half  a  centuryi 
Armour  Institute  of  Technology  (established  in  1392)  and  Lewis  Institute 
(founded  in  I896), 

Well  under  was-  is  a  long-range  building  progrsm  whicii  will  give  HT  oa» 
of  the  country's  most  modem  coUege  campuses  and  one  of  the  few  ever  designed 
as  a  unit.    The  entire  campus,  called  Teciinolo^  Center,  is  being  constructed 
in  the  functional  design  of  Ludmg  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  head  of  the  institute's 
architecture  department  and  recognised  as  one  of  the  greatest  living  architects. 

Since  19U3>  II4  new  campus  buildings  have  been  canpleted.    These  include 
two  four-story  men's  residence  halls,  five  research  Iruildings,  three  classroom 
and  laboratory  buildings,  two  multi-stories  apartment  buildings  for  married 
students  and  staff  raembers,  a  central  heating  plant,  and  a  student  chapel.

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  today  (Sept.  21)  at  the  eighth  annual 
Instruments  Luncheon  of  the  Instrument  Society  of  America  in  the 
Terrace  Casino  of  the  Hotel  Morrison. 

He  told  his  audience,  composed  mostly  of  industrial  men,  that 
instrumentation  is  keeping  our  living  standard  the  highest  in  the  world 
while  affording  us  leisure  time  undreamed  of  in  the  past. 

"More  than  that,"  he  added,  "instrumentation  is  helping  our 
industries  keep  us  strong  at  a  time  when  strength  seems  to  be  the  only 
language  some  nations  of  the  world  understands" 

"By  banding  together  to  advance  the  science  of  instrumentation," 
Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  "you  gentlemen  are  ushering  in  an  age  tending 
toward  complete  automatic  control,   I'm  glad  I'm  on  hand  to  witness  its 
arrival,  for  it  is  a  thrilling  spectacle  and  one  I  probably  will  like

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A  room  v/ithin  a  room  v/as  used  by  engineers  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  to  make  your 
working  room  of  the  future  more  comfortable. 

The  use  of  a  calorimeter  room  in  studies  for  Burgess-Manning 
company,  nanufacturers,  was  explained  today  by  Irv7in  B.   Fieldhouse, 
supervisor  of  heat   transfer  research  at  the  Foundation. 

The  calorimeter  is  a  room,    12  by  20  feet  with  a  9-foot   ceiling, 
surrounded  by  another  room.     Heavy  insulation  beti7een  the  tvra  rooms  helps 
keep  the  walls  of  the  inner  room  at  an  even  temperature  throughout  the 
studies.  ' 

"Y/e  were  assigned  to  get  data   concerning  certain  characteristics 
of  Burgess-ivanning 's  new  system  for  heating,    cooling,  and  acoustically 
treating  a  room  with  one  installation,"  Fieldhouse  said. 

The  radiant  heating  and  cooling  system  is  a  grid  of  pipes  at 
the  ceiling.  Pfot  water  pumped  through  the  pipes  furnishes  the  heat; 
cold  water  furnishes  the  cooling  effect. 

The  sound  deadening  is  achieved  v/ith  the  aid  of  1  by  2-foot 
rectangles  of  perforated  aluminum  which  are  attached  to  the  heating 
and  cooling  pipes  and  backed  with  a  thick  layer  of  fibre  glass. 
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Foundation  engineers  v/ere  asked  to  make  studies  to  enable 
heating  engineers  to  determine  the  quantity  and  temperature  of  the  cold 
or  hot  water  to  be  pumped  through  the  pipes  to  keep  a  room  comfortable. 

That's  where  the  calorimeter  came  in,  Fieldhouse  said.  One  of 
the  four  v;alls  was  especially  constructed  to  be  either  cold  or  hot, 
simulating  the  effect  of  a  room  with  a  large  window. 

About  150  temperature- taking  devices,  called  thermocouples, 
were  distributed  throughout  the  room  to  check  temperatures  at  various 
points. 

Information  obtained  was  put  into  the  form  of  graphs  or  charts 
which  are  available  to  engineers  through  Burgess-K!!anning  company, 
Fieldhouse  said. 

Thus,  the  building  operators  know  that  water  circulating  at  a 
certain  temperature  and  flow  rate  will  provide  or  absorb  a  definite 
amount  of  heat. 

Burgess-I^Janning  company  says  the  ceiling,  besides  the  advantages 
of  radiant  heating  and  cooling,  is  less  costly  than  other  installations 
because  it  eliminates  the  need  for  extensive  ductwork  and  air  handling 
equipment. 

Installation  is  simple,  and  all  the  floor  space  within  a  room 
is  available  because  there  is  no  need  for  radiators,  the  company  says. 
One  of  the  larger  installations  is  the  new  30-story  aluminum  Alcoa 
building  in  Pittsburgh, 
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A  specialist   in  the  design  of  tools  and  machines  has    joined 
the  mechanism  and  dynamics  department  staff  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   Chicago.

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Educators  should  take  a  leading  role  in  fund  raising  for

"It  v/ould  be  folly  for  us  to  sit  back,  to  philosophize,  and  to 
become  preoccupied  with  program  idea  debates,"  Dr.  Rettaiiata  said, 
"'We  have  no  right  to  expect  our  neighbors  and  fellow- citizens  to  be 
interested  if  we  fail  to  set  an  example  of  activity*" 

The  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  Chicago  Educational  Television 
Association,  which  will  operate  Chicago's  only  educational  television 
station— Channel  11 — when  it  goes  on  the  air  next  year. 

Dr,  Rettaiiata  cited  four  ways  in  which  educators  could  assist 
in  the  fund  raising  campaign: 

1.  Volunteer  to  talk  before  groups  and  thus  spread  information 
and  enthusiasm  that  will  result  in  contributions. 

2»  Be  persuasive  solicitors  among  friends  and  neighbors.

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"'He  will  deserve  no  right  to  participate  in  the  development  of 
the  proposed  station  and  its  programming,"   he  said,    "if  we  offar  nothing 
lEDre  practical  than  an  expectation  to  participate  after  someone  else 
has  raised  the  money." 

Dr.  Rettaliata,   v/ho   is  chairrcan  of  a  l6-member  group  of  educational 
and  cultural  organizations  sponsoring  the  Channel  11  campaign,   emphasized 
Channel  11 's   importance   in  stimulating  in  thousands  of  viewers  a  desire 
for  more  education  and  a  deeper  respect  for  learning. 

He  pointed  to  educational  television's  potentialities  in  adult 
education.  He  said  it  is  a  more  powerful  teaching  medium  then  movies, 
radio,   or  records  because   it  combines  the  advantages  of  each. 

"It  is   certain,"   he  observed,    "that  when  Channel  11  becomes  a 
reality  in  Chicago,   all  of  the  educational  and  cultural  institutions 
of  the  area  will  be  enabled  to  extend  their  spheres  of  service  beyond 
their  own  walls  to  millions  of  citizens   in  our  community  whom  they  do 
not  now  reach. "

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A.  radically  new  technique  for  rapid  drying  of  protective  and 
decorative  coatings  of  inks«  paints,  and  varnishes  has  been  developed 
by  A.rmour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  a  project  sponsored  by  the  Ivleyercord  Co. 

The  process,  called  Chem-Dry,  shortens  the  drying  time  on  coated 
products  from  24  hours  to  from  2  to  20  seconds. 

The  new  method  was  unveiled  today  (Sept.  23)  in  a  pilot  plant 
preview  at  the  Foundation's  Chemistry  and  Chemical  Engineering  buildingt 
13  W.  33rd  street,  Chicago, 

Leonard  H.  Knopf,  president  of  Meyercordi  said  the  Chem-Dry 
process  is  now  available  to  industry.  He  said  each  industry  would 
require  engineering  and  production  techniques  especially  designed  for 
its  own  operations. 

Combining  improved  quality  with  reduced  costs,  Chemr-Dry  packs 
a  new  economic  punch  for  those  in  the  fields  of  printing,  v/ood  finishing, 
paper  and  fabric  coating,  metal  decorating,  and  wire  coating. 

The  Chem-Dry  process  hardens  coatings  of  drying  oils  and  resins 
in  a  few  seconds  without  the  use  of  heat.   It  is  based  on  a  chemical 
reaction  betvTeen  the  applied  coatings  and  sulfur  dichloride  vapor  instead 
of  the  commonly  accepted  polymerization  or  oxidation. 
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Coated  material  resulting  from  printingt  roller  coating,  brushingi 
spraying,  or  dipping  operations  is  conveyed  into  a  chamber  through  which 
a  mixture  of  sulphur  dichloride  vapor  and  air  is  circulated. 

The  machine  doing  the  work  is  constructed  so  that  vapors  adhering 
to  the  material  are  removed.  All  air  exhausted  from  the  system  is 
scrubbed  with  dilute  caustic  soda  solution  to  remove  any  remaining 
vapor. 

The  work  of  perfecting  a  method  for  hardening  protective  and 
decorative  coatings  was  as  exacting  as  it  was  interesting. 

An  efficient  apparatus  for  carrying  out  the  process  had  to  be 
designed.  Suitable  formulations  for  inks,  paints,  and  varnishes  had  to 
be  determined  to  assure  proper  drying  speeds  for  coatings  and  to  prevent 
color  changes. 

The  process  originally  was  designed  to  be  used  exclusively  in 
printing.  The  idea  was  conceived  two  years  ago  by  C,  IL,  Thorp  and 
L.  C.  Kinney  of  the  Foundation's  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering 
departixent. 

A.  pilot  plant  was  built  and  operated,  but  problems  arose  which 
seemed  insurmountable.  The  Foundation  had  decided  to  abandon  the  project 
when  it  was  proposed  that  the  process  be  applied  to  other  fields.  The 
Meyer cord  Co.  agreed  to  sponsor  research  in  the  new  applications. 

Work  on  the  project  was  resumed  with  the  new  approach.  The 
problems  involved  in  the  original  application  were  resolved  in  the 
ensuing  research.   In  addition  to  its  uses  in  the  graphic  arts,  the 
process  now  is  applicable  in  the  metal,  wood,  glass,  and  fabric  industries! 
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A  specialist  in  jet  propulsion  will  present  a  "Rocket  Reviev;" 
at  3  p,ai.  Thursday,  Sept.  24,  to  the  Chicago  section  of  the  American 
Rocket  society. 

He  is  Kurt  R.-  Stehling,  rocket  research  unit  leader  for  the  3ell 
Aircraft  company,  Bufi-aB.Og  N.,Y. ,  who  is  on  a  year's  leave  of  absence 
for  advanced  jet  propulsion  research  at  Princeton  university. 

Stehling  will  present  a  sound  film  based  on  a  complete  review 
of  Ger.Tan  and  European  rocket  activities  during  the  past  30  years, 
according  to  D.  J.  Ljubenko,  assistant  engineer  at  xur.iDur  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  secretary  of  the 
Society. 

Ljubenko  said  Stehling  will^resent  the  story  behind  the  film 
and  comment  on  its  interpretation  in  the  light  of  present-day  jet 
propulsion  activities. 

The  meeting,  which  is  open  to  the  public,  is  at  the  Western 
Society  of  Engineers  meeting  rooms,  84  E.  Randolph  street,  Chicago. 
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An  ever-growing  productivity  is  the  basic  answer  to  the  problems 
which  America  faces  during  the  next  half-century,  Dr.    John  T.   Rettaliata, 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   said  tonight   in  Chicago. 

"Productivity  is   the  very  life-blood  of  our  economy,"  he  said. 
"It  can  even  offset  the  wrong  answers,    the  naze  of  contradictions  and 
mistakes  that  may  have  hindered  our  development   in  the  past— and  may  be 
with  us  in  the  future." 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  before  the  awards  banquet  of  the   Illinois 
Society  of  Certified  Public  Accountants   in  the  Conrad  Hilton  hotel. 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  new  CPAs  received  their  certificates  at   the 
banquet. 

The   increased  productivity  the  nation  will  need  to  meet   its 
future  problems,  Dr.  Rettaliata  explained,   depends  upon  several  factors: 

—  "First,   we  must  have  more  fundamental  scientific  knov/ledgee 
On  one   thing  virtually  every  scientist  will  agree:     we  have  been  living 
off  the  fat  of  prior  scientific  discovery.      It   is  increasingly  imperative 
that  we  now  encourage  and  support  more  basic  research. 
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— "We  must  have  faster  technological  progress.  The  practical 
applications  of  discovery  in  pure  science  must  be  speeded  upr 

—  "'.Ve  must  provide  industry  v/ith  a  greater  numt>er  of  trained 
scientists  and  technicians, 

—  "'.<e  must  tap  our  richest  resource— the  nation's  young  but 
unused  brainpower.  Despite  the  widening  of  educational  opportunity, 
only  6,000,000  men  and  women  in  America  today  are  college  graduates. 
Alillions  of  young  people  never  get  beyond  high  school.  The  figures 
are:  one-third  of  all  high  school  graduates  enter  college;  two- thirds 
do  not. 

—  "".Ve  must  create  far  more  understanding  about  our  economic 
system^  Vie  must  engender  understanding  of  how  it  functions,  and  the 
profound  stake  we  all  heve — aud  the  world  has — in  its  preservation, 
expansion,  and  extensionc " 

The  United  States  can  expect  to  add  3^  million  or  more  people 
to  its  population  during  the  next  half-century.  Dr.  Rettaliata  said. 
Through  the  advances  of  medical  science  the  nation  also  faces  a  rapidly 
increasing  proportion  of  older  people  in  ihe  population- 
New  opportunities  for  the  employment  of  these  older  people  must 
be  created,  the  Illinois  Tech  president  said;  otherwise  the  cost  of 
their  support  will  be  staggering.  Social  security  is  not  the  answer, 
as  it  is  only  a  lien  on  tomorrow. 

'^lie   face,  indeedv"  he  said,  "the  fact  of  a  greatly  enlarged 
labor  force  generally  in  the  United  States:   from  the  natural  increase 
in  population,  from  greater  employment  of  older  people,  and  from  the 
increasing  number  of  women  entering  industry." 
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Only  an  increasing  productivity,  provided  by  an  advancing  science 
and  technology,  can  accomplish  the  miracle  required,  end  give  us  more 
jobs,  more  goods  and  products-  and  a  rising  standard  cl   living, 
Br.  Rettaliata  said* 
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People  cause  more  fires  than  anybody,  according  to  John  J.  Ahern, 
director  of  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Ahern  will  try  to  convince  the  public  of  the  fact  in  connection 
with  the  observation  of  Fire  Prevention  V/eek,  which  starts  Oct.  4« 

"People  can  cut  dov/n  the  danger  of  fire  whenever  they  are  fully 
av;are  of  the  consequences,"  he  said. 

Ahern,  who  is  head  of  the  Greater  Chicago  Safety  council,  used 
the  lar  and  peace  time  fire  department  activity  in  Chicago  as  an  example. 

'iVith  citizens  more  civil  defense-minded  and  av/are  of  production 
setbacks  due  to  any  kind  of  fire  daimge,  the  nun±)er  of  fire  alarms  during 
the  period  1940  to  1945  never  was  higher  than  33i366.  'with  the  return 
of  peace  in  1946,  total  fire  calls  rose  almost  9,000  to  42,893  in  that 
year. 

The  annual  fire  call  total  reached  49.684  in  1932.  according 
to  figures  furnished  by  the  Chicago  Fire  Prevention  bureau. 

Despite  the  rise,  the  Illinois  Tech  professor  said  people  are 
becoming  more  educated  to  the  constant  hazard  of  fires.   There  is  a 
definite  do-./mvard  trend  in  the  dollar  loss  per  fire  call,  he  pointed  out. 
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There  are  more  calls  these  days,  but  the  damage  done  is  less. 

"People  are  learning  that  their  best  and  closest  fire  alarm  box 
is  their  own  phone,"  Ahern  asserted.   "They  are  calling  the  fire 
department  faster.  Those  first  few  minutes  are  the  critical  minutes 
When  property  and  life  are  saved.  After  that,  a  fire  can  be  disasterous. " 

Calling  the  firemen  doesn't  cut  down  the  number  of  fires  that 
start,  he  added.   People  still  must  learn  how  to  dispose  of  cigarettes 
and  matches,  install  proper  heating  equipment,  and  use  their  electrical 
facilities  properly,  he  said. 

The  heavy  loss  of  life  in  slum  fires  stems  from  the  construction 
of  the  buildings,  he  explained.  Such  features  as  light  shafts  and  open 
stairways  cause  flames  to  spread  rapidly,  he  said, 

"People,  however,  still  are  responsible  for  starting  the  fires," 
Ahern  emphasized. 

"What  good  can  building  inspection  do,"  he  asked,  "if  immediately 
after  the  inspection  some  one  stores  50   gallons  of  fuel  oil  on  the  back 
porch  or  overloads  the  electric  circuit  by  plugging  a  naze  of  cords 
into  one  outlet? 

"I  hope  some  day  soon  we  will  learn  what  causes  fires:  people." 
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Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  will  extend  its  technological  experience  and  services   to  the 
South  Aicerican  republic  of  Uruguay  under  a  contract   just  signed  with 
that  nation. 

Three  Armour  Research  Foundation  experts  will  depart  Sept.  2? 
to  conduct  a  preliminary   technological  audit  of  the  country. 

Much  as  an  auditor  examines  a  company's  financial  situation, 
the  Foundation  officials  will  examine  Uruguay's   industries  and  resources. 
They  will  study  means  to  improve  existing  industries  and  the  possibilty 
of  establishing  new  ones  through  the  application  of  research  and 
engineering  technology. 

The  investigation  will  be  carried  out  with  a  view  toward 
creating  in  Uruguay  an  independent   industrial  research  institute  to 
serve  the  techno-economic  needs  of  the  country. 

The  Armour  Research  Foundation  team  which  will  work  in  Uruguay 
consists  of  Thomas  P.   Collier,  manager  of  the  Foundation's   international 
department;    Irving  D.   Canton,   chief  of  Latin  American  operations  for  the 
international  department,  and  Layton  0,   Kinney,   assistant  narager  of 
the  Foundation's  chemistry  and  chemical  engineering  department. 
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The  team  will  stop  first   in  'rVashington,  D.C.,    to   confer  with 
Dr.   Jose  A,  Ivbra,   Uruguay's  ambassador  to  the  United  States,   and  will 
then  leave  for  Montevideo,   Uruguay. 

Financed  entirely  by  Uruguayan  capital,   the  project   is  expected 
to   cover  approximately  six  weeks   in  the  field. 

Armour  Research  Foundation,    through  its  international  department, 
has  pioneered  in  conducting  technological  audits  of  other  countries. 
It  has  successfully  completed  such  audits   in  Argentina,   Mexico, 
El  Salvador,   and  other  Latin  American  nations. 

As  a  result  of  the  Mexican  study,  which  was  conducted  for   the 
Bank  of  Ivlexico,    the  Foundation  has  been  working  with  this  sponsor  for 
the  past  nine  years   in  the  operation  and  training  program  of  one  of 
Mexico's  foremost   industrial  research  organizations,   the  Ivlexican 
Institute  of  Technological  Research. 
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A  series  of  eight  monthly  lectures  on  mechanics  will  be  presented 
during  the   1953-54  school  year  by  the  mechanics  departments  of  Armcur 
Research  Foundation  and  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology^    Chicago.

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A  new  method  for   designing  electrical  transformers  that  promises 
to  help  relieve  the   shortage  of  engineers  has  been  worked  out  by  research 
men  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute   of  Technology, 
Chicago. 

The  method,   conceived  by  Dr.  David  E,  Wiegand,   senior  physicist, 
and  Harold  L,  Garbarino,   associate  electrical  engineer,   simplifies  trans- 
former design  to  the  use   of  an  alignment  chart,   or  "nomograph,"  and  some 
standardized  equations. 

The  ncT-j  system  was  created  especially  for  design  of  electronic 
power  svipplles,  IJiegand  said,  but  it  can  be  adapted  to  design  of  other 
types  of  transformers  as  v.-cllo 

Explaining  the  value  of  their  system,  the  ti'jo  research  men  said 
that  designing  transformers  has  been  a  fairly  complicated  process  requiring 
an  e:jperienced  design  engineer.     However,    inexperienced  men  can  design 
transformers  vdth  the  new  method,  leaving  e^qjerienccd  design  engineers  free 
to  work  on  more  Important  jobs.     This,  Wiegand  and  Garbarino  agree,   is  the 
.    new  system's  principal  advanta^. 

They  add  that  the   design  reached  through  use  of  the   system  turns 
out  to  be  very  nearly  the  best  design  possible  from  the  standpoints  of 
size,  weight,  and  economy  of  m.aterials«     It   comes  out  that  vpy  because 
9/25/53  (more) 
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equations  can't  take   account  of  human  experience , 

According  to  Garbarino,  trials  have  shovm  that  the   amount  of 
time  saved  by  using  the  new  method  is  remarkable.     An  inc::pcrienccd  man 
can  master  the  method  in  as  little  as  eight  hours. 

Several  large  manufacturers  of  electrical  equipment  have  evaluated 
the   design  method  in  their  engineering  departments.     In  one  case,   a  techni- 
cian, an  inexperienced  engineer,  and  an  experienced  engineer  irere  assigned 
to  test  the  method.     They  all  used  the  new  method,  and  all  arrived  at 
similar  practical  designs.     Other  fi'oups  have  reported  similar  experiences. 

In  addition  to  its  other  virtues,   the  method  is  said  to  help  industry 
turn  out  more  uniform  transformers.     It  tends  to  iron  out  individual  ten- 
dencies  of  designers,   giving  a  more  standardized  product. 

The  new  method  for   designing  transformers  was  x-rorked  out  as  jart 
of  a  research  project  at  Armour  Research  Foimdation  sponsored  by  the

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pilots  received  their  primary  training  there. 

In  iPUUj  he  was  made  head  of  the  air  transportation  department. 
When  tba   college  became  a  part  of  St,   Louis  university  in  19h6,   he  was 
made  as-jociate  dean  of  the  college,   a  post  he  held  until  his  appointment 
as  dean  in  19U8, 

Beck  has  been  active  in  a  number  of  professional  organizations. 
He   served  last  year  as  chairman  of  the  St,   Louis  section  of  the   Society 
of  Automotive  Engineers  and  has  held  other  offices  in  the  section.     He

Armour  Research  Foundation 
has  expanded  until  it  now  employs  more  than  1,200  persons.

Only  four  months  have  been  cleaner  since  the  Foundation  started 
keeping  records  on  the   city's  dustfall  in  19L6.     They  were  September,   19li8, 
3I1.23  tons  per  square  milej  August,   19U9,  33.97  tons;   August,  19^0,   3h.l2 
tons;    and  September,  19^0,  33. 9h  tons, 

Kayncr  credited  mild  winds  for  the  cleanliness.     Average  wind 
velocity  for  the  month,   according  to  the  U,  S,  weather  bureau,  was  only 
7.3  miles  per  hour.     In  i-rinter  months,   such  as  Ttebruary,  1953,  when  tho 
average  \<rind  velocity  was  13,2  miles  per  ho-or,  dustfall  is  often  twice  as 
heavy. 

Strong  winds  pick  up  and  re- distribute  dust  from  neighboring  areas 
and  dust  already  settled  in  Chicago,  KajTicr  explained. 

As  a  public  service,  the  Foundation  measures  and  analyzes  "dnflt  from  2li 
sampling  stations  throughout  Chicago  for  th£   city's  Department  of  Air 
Pollution  control.     Tonnage  recorded  at  the   sanpling  stations  was:

America's  best  hope  for  repelling  ccllectivism  and  assuring 
the  survival  of  its  democratic  form  of  government  rests  in  a  system 
of  education  free  to  teach  the  truth,  Dr.  John  T,   Rettaliata,   president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   declared  tonight. 

Because  of  the  abiding  importance  of  education,  Dr.  Rettaliata 
said,  Americans  cannot  settle  for  a  cursory  attitude  toward  their 
educational  system.     Rather,  every  citizen  must  take  an  active  peirt 
in  formulating  the  policies  and  promoting  the  practicies  of  a  sound 
educational  program  for  the  benefit  of  all* 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  spoke  before  the  combined  parents 
groups  of  Highland  Park,   111.,   in  the  Highland  Park  high  school 
auditorium. 

"In  America,"  he  said,    "education  from  the  elementary  school 
through  the  university  is  a  responsibility  of  every  citizen*     This  is 
as  it  should  be,   for  the  schools  touch  the  lives  of  every  individual 
and  every  feunily. 

-DDore- 
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Democracy  demands  an  informed  citizenry,  and  it  is  the  task  of 
education  to  inform.  Understanding  is  ingjossible  without  full  infornation, 
and  it  is  intelligent,  sympathetic  understanding  that  we  need  B»st  in 
making  democracy  work, " 

To  maintain  and  improve  our  educational  system,  nBny  problems 
must  be  met   in  the  years  ahead.  Dr.  Rettaliata  explained.  He  listed 
some  of  these  as: 

The  shortage  of  trained  teachers  and  the  related  problem  of 
needed  salary  increases;  a  greatly  increased  school-age  population 
which  will  require  substantial  expansion  of  our  schools;  and  continually 
rising  operating  and  building  costs. 

In  higher  education,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  the  nation  faces  the 
prospect  of  a  decreasing  percentage  of  students  enrolling  in  private 
colleges  and  universities. 

"Our  systea  of  higher  education  traditionally  has  been  one  of 
divided  re3i>onsibility  between  public  tax-supported  institutions  on  the 
one  hand  and  privately-supported  colleges  and  universities  on  the  other. 
Each  in  its  own  way  has  made  its  contribution  to  our  society,"  he  said. 

Americans  must  now  give  of  their  time  and  effort  and  financial 
resources  to  foster  a  continued  program  of  privately-supported  higher 
education.  Dr.  Rettaliata  said, 

■Every  citizen  must  be  forever  vigilant,"  he  said,  to  help 
maintain  the  freedom  of  our  universities  because  research  and  education, 
to  be  worth  their  salt,  must  be  caurried  on  in  an  atmosphere  of  freedom. 
They  cannot  be  when  educators  no  longer  control  our  colleges  and 
universities. "

All  66  advanced  A.ir  Force  RCTC  students  at  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  will  be  permitted  to  finish  their  college  training  and  be 
deferred  until  they  have  completed  their  HOTC  course. 

Col.  Zdward  C„  C-reenej  jr.,  head  of  the  Illinois  Tech  AFROTC 
unit*  said  the  new  policy  was  in  line  with  a  recent  announcement  by 
the  Department  of  Defense. 

The  new  policy  revises  a  previous  announcement  which  would  have 
meant  that  almost  all  AFROTC  students  would  have  to  agree  to  take  flight 
training  or  be  discharged  from  the  progran. 

Due  to  the  recent  cut  in  Air  Force  appropriations,  not  all  Air 
ibrce  ROTC  students  now  in  the  advance  course  will  receive  commissions. 
Commissions  will  be  given  to  the  best  qualified  potential  junior  officers 
with  the  rest  being  given  certificates  of  completion,  Col.  Greene  said. 
Men  who  receive  certificates  but  are  not  conmissioned  cBy  apply 
for  an  Air  Force  cocmission  after  they  have  fulfilled  their  Selective 
Service  duties,  he  explained. 

Students  who  receive  certificates  of  completion  will  be  given 
a  chance  to  enlist  in  the  Air  Force  for  two  years  with  the  grade  of 
airman  third  class. 
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Col.  Greene  said  about  85  per  cent  of  the  freshmen  and  sophoirorea 
in  the  basic  AFROTC  course  will  be  deferred  because  they  intend  to  go 
into  the  advanced  programo 

The  remaining  I5  per  cent  are  not  expected  to  qualify  for  advanced 
training  either  because  of  low  grades  or  physical  makeupr.

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Business  will  make  greater  progress  toward  happiness  and 
prosperity  if  it   looks  within  itself  for  the  answers  to  some  of  its 
problems,  an  executive  of  an  industrial  research  organization  told 
members  of  the  National  Furniture  V/arehousemen's  association  in  Chicago 
today* 

Dr.  Ifeurice  J.  Day,  assistant  director  for  program  development 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,   spoke  at  a  dinner  meeting  of  the  Engineering  Conference  staged 
by  the  furniture  men  at  the  Ifctel  Shoreland.

The  Foundation  and  the  Trade  Association  Executives  Forum  of 
Chicago  are   co-sponsoring  the  Trade  Association  Technical  Conference. 

In  likening  technological  obsolescence   to   cancer;   B.  E.  Yarotsky, 
secretary  of  the  conference  and  supervisor  of  research  infornation  at 
the  Foundation,   explained  the  role  which  trade  associations  must  play 
in  the  technological  cure. 

"The  nation's  trade  associations  can  be  compared  with  the  family 
physician.     When  an  industry  or  a  member  of  an  industry  shows  up  with 
symptoms  of  a  poor   technological  program,    the  trade  association  calls 
in  a  specialist  for  consultation." 

In  explaining  the   theory  behind   the  conference,    Yarotsky  said, 
nany  trade  associations  and  industries  with  limited  budgets  feel  research 
is  beyond  their  means.

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Mhile  they  realize  the  need  for  having  a  competent  economic 
and  legal  specialist  to  check  the  economic  front  many  do  not  realize 
that  they  can  be  put  out  of  business  by  technological  trends. 

"The  purpose  of  this  conference  is  to  demonstrate  how  trade 
associations  and  industries  can  continue  their  economic  evaluation  with 
a  dynamic  technological  program  to  supply  the  know-how  necessary  to 
keep  abreast  of  current  trends," 

Yarotsky  emphasized  that  research  is  within  the  reach  of  trade 
associations  with  limited  budgsts  as  well  as  those  with  limitless  funds. 
He  outlined  the  c:'nferer.je  fui-ther  by  explaining  that  the  conference  is 
designed  for  the  exchange  of  infornation  among  trade  association 
executives  who  have  acti're  technical  progranis  which  have  been  successful 
and  of  benefit  to  their  industry© 
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An  evening  course  in  industrial  optics,  designed  to  be  of  value 
to  engineers  and  technicians  seeking  advanced  knowledge  in  this  specialized 
field,  will  be  offered  this  fall  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
in  cooperation  with  Chicago-area  optical  firnis  and  the  Optical  Society 
of  ChicagOa 

Advance  interest  in  the  course  is  enthusiastic,  according  to 
Lir.  Paul  Copeland,  chairman  of  the  department  of  physics  at  ITT.  He 
said  the  response  indicates  industry's  need  for  more  training  in  the 
optics  field. 

If  the  new  course  is  successful,  Copeland  said,  it  rsy  be  the 
forerunner  to  the  establishment  of  a  complete  curriculum  in  optical 
engineering  at  IIT.   The  Institute  already  offers  the  strongest  program 
in  this  field  in  the  Ivlidwest. 

The  industrial  optics  course  will  be  given  from  7  to  9:45  p.m. 
each  Tuesday,  beginning  Oct.  I3,  and  continuing  through  Feb.  2,  1954. 
It  may  be  taken  on  a  credit  or  non- credit  basis. 

Because  of  the  rapid  advances  in  the  optical  industry  in  recent 
years,  much  of  the  material  to  be  presented  has  never  been  published. 
The  course  will  cover  these  areas:   colorimetry  and  photometry,  geometrical 
optics,  electron  optica,  and  laboratory  practice  and  instruments. 
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The  new   IIT  course  will  be  given  by  experts  from  industry  and 
the   Institute.     These  men  include  a,   CoXf   f&ul  Foote,  and  ivlalcolm 
Tovmsley,  Bell  and  Howell  company;    J.    Copeland,   Bausch  and  Lomb  Optical 
company;  Warren  Smith  and  Edward  Bickel,  Simpson  Optical  company;   Robert 
E.   Lewis,  Schneider-Cogswell,    Inc.;   Donald  Pontarellif  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology;    Walter  Granville, 
Container  Corproation  of  America,  and  Copeland. 

Registration  for  the   industrial  optics  course  will  take  place 
at  IIT  the  evening  of  the  first   class  session,   Oct.    I3.     Further 
information  about  the  course  may  be  obtained  from  the   Institute's  physics 
department   (CAluitet  5-9600,  Ext.   460),  33OO  S.   Federal  street,   Chicago  I6, 
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Jfeurice  D.  Kilbridge,  associate  professor  of  industrial 
engineering  at   Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   has  been  appointed 
head  of  Illinois  Tech's   industrial  engineering  department. 

The  appointment,   effective  Sept.    1,  was  announced  today  by 
Dr.  Ralph  G,    Ov?ens,   dean  of  engineering. 

Kilbridge  worked  as  an  industrial  engineer  at  the  LtLehle  Printing 
Press  and  Ivknufacturing  company  from  1939  to  1942.     During  the  war  he 
served  as  a  Navy  flight  weather  forecaster.     iThile  stationed  at  San  Juan, 
Puerto  Rico,   he  helped  develop  the  Navy's  system  of  aerial  reoonaissance 
of   tropical  hurricanes.

Kilbridge,   33,    is  single  and  lives  at  Gunsaulus  hall  on  the 
Illinois  Tech  campus^* 
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The  ansT7er  to  air  pollution  is  research  and  development,  not 
legislation,  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  told  a  dinner  meeting  of  the  Midwest  Air  Pollution 
Prevention  Association  in  Gary,  Ind, ,  today  (Oct.  15). 

"The  sooner  the  research  and  development  programs  are  stepped 
up,  the  sooner  we  will  get  rid  of  objectionable  and  harmful  air 
pollution,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  declared. 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  said  the  passage  and  enforcement 
of  antipollution  legislation  has  been  instrumental  in  reducing  air 
pollution  in  imny  cities  and  states,  but  it  is  only  a  partial  answer 
to  the  problem. 

"It  is  a  simple  matter  to  pass  legislation  outlawing  air 
pollution.   It  is  a  much  more  difficult  task  to  actually  stop 
objectionable  and  harmful  air  pollution  without  closing  down  many 
industries. 

"We  must  strike  at  the  core  of  the  problem,  and  this  can  be 
done  only  through  research  and  development.  Legislation  merely 
scratches  the  surface,"  he  declared.

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Dr.  Rettaliata  said  there  has  been  an  increased  interest  in  air 
pollution  control  as  a  result  of  such  incidents  as  the  smog  -.vhich  took 
some  20  lives  in  Donora,  Pa.,  in  1948, 

He  said  the  increased  interest  in  air  pollution  is  reflected 
in  the  formation  of  civic  protest  groups,  the  passage  of  legislation, 
greater  research  expenditures,  industrial  attempts  at  self-control, 
and  the  activity  of  organizations  such  as  MkPPii, 

Those  persons  demanding  the  imnediate  control  of  air  pollution, 
however,  misunderstand  the  nat-«re  of  the  problem,  according  to  the 
Chicago  educator. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  combustion  of  any  fuel — whether  it 
be  a  solid,  liquid,  or  gas — always  results  in  waste  productso  The 
nature  of  these  waste  products  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
disposed  of  determines  whether  they  are  ob jectionalbe  or  harmful,  he 
said. 

The  complete  elimination  of  air  pollutants  is  impossible, 
according  to  Dr,  Rettaliata. 

"Glean  air  is  a  matter  of  degree,"  he  said,   ".^.s  long  as  there 
is  air,  there  will  be  some  air  pollution.  Nature  and  the  public,  as 
well  as  industry,  contribute  to  the  contamination  of  our  atmosphere." 

He  said  industrial  concerns  are  spending  millions  of  dollars 
each  year  to  combat  air  pollution  because  "industry,  more  than  anyone 
else,  recognizes  the  objectionable  features  of  air  contaiminants. " 

Dr.  Rettaliata  said  industrial  firms  are  trying  to  police 

themselves  because  "they  realize  the  consequences  if  they  don't." 

The  public  no  longer  regards  air  pollution  as  a  necessary  by-product 

of  industry,  he  emphasized.

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Industry  must  improve  its  productivity  if  America  is  to  support 
its  population  of  200,000,000  persons  expected  by  the  end  of  the  century, 
Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  said  today  (Oct.  8). 

The  problem  is  complicated,  he  added,  by  present  trends  toward 
reduction  of  the  work  week.  Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  at  a  banquet  of  the 
Ifeitional  Conference  on  Industrial  Hydraulics  at  the  Hotel  Sheraton  in 
Chicago. 

"In  all  probability,  he  said,  "a  work  week  of  30  hours  or  less 
will  materialize  well  before  the  end  of  the  century.  Thus,  we  are  faced 
with  the  problem  of  satisfying  the  demands  of  an  expanding  economy  for 
a  greater  flow  of  goods  at  the  same  time  that  the  people  producing  the 
goods  are  working  fewer  hours." 

This  poses  a  neat  problem,  the  Illinois  Tech  president  said, 
and  the  only  solution  is  to  increase  output  per  man-hour.  Technological 
educational  institutions  must  play  a  large  part  in  accomplishing  this, 
he  added. 
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"Only  an  advancing  technology  can  accomplish  the  miracle  required 
and  give  men  more  goods  with  less  work." 

Technological  advances  will  continue  to  be  made.   Dr.  Rettaliata 
said,    but  they  will  only  contribute  to  the   productivity  of  the  worker, 
not  replace  him.     He  said  he  does  not   expect  the  workerless  factory  of 
the  science  faction  novels. 
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An  increasing  measure  of  spiritual  and  material  benefits  flowing 
from  the  well-springs  of  science  was  foreseen  tonight    (Oct.   11)  by  Dr. 
John  T.  Rettaliata,   president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    ChicagOo 

"Science  assures  us  of  boundless  increase  for  the  future.        It 
is  a  means  to  fulfilling  nan's  deepest  ideals,"  Dr.  Rettaliata  declared 
at  a  Columbus  day  banquet  in  his  honor  at  the  Hotel  Emerson  in  Baltimore. 

The  42  year-old  university  president,  who  was  born  and  educated 

in  Baltimore,   was -honored  by  the   Italian-American  Civic  League  of 
Jfeiryland. 

The  role  of  the  technologist   in  modern-day  life  naist 
be  understood,  he  pointed  out, 

Americans  turn  out  more  than  half  of  the  world's  annual  prcduction, 
he  commented,      "The  primary  reason  for  our  high  productivity  is  that  it 
is  based  on  science  and  technology  —  science  and  technology  created  by 
the  same  kind  of  men  who  made  the  atom  bomb  work, " 

"Science   is  feared  and  misunderstood,"  he  said.      "Men  say, 
'Science  has  produced  the  atom  bomJD  and  now  the  hydrogen  bomb.     Eventually 
it  will  bring  about   civilization's  end.'

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"To  this   I  sayj     nonsense.     Men  who  profess  these  opinions  are 
relatives- in-thought  to  the  men  who  rediculed  Christopher  Columbus. 

"'The  world  is  flat,   you'll  never  come  back,'   they  told  him» 
'Science   is  figuring  out  bigger  and  better  v/ays  to  kill,      tte  should 
leave  well-enough  alone,'   they  tell  us.     They  are  scientific  illiterates.' 

Dr,   Rettaliata  went  on:      "InBgine   living  one  day  of  our  present 
lives  without  the  benefits  of  the  developments  of  the  past  20  years.    •    c 
But,   more  exciting,    compare  today's   life  with  what  you  can  reasonably 
expect   it  to  be  20  years  in  the  future. " 

"Frontiers  of  1933  ^^®  ^^  science,"  he  said,      "The  frontiersman 
is  no  longer  a  person  in  a  coonskin  cap  ...  A  trusty  rifle   is  not  the 
instrument  he  uses  in  his  investigations;    instead  it  may  be  a  slide  rulet 
a  balance,   or  simply  a  search  for  truth, 

"The  primary  goals  of  today's  frontiersman  are  new  knowledge 
and  ways  of  putting  this  knowledge  to  vrork  for  the  benefit  of  mankind," 

"I  see  science  and  its  advance  not  as  the  spectres   they 
temporarily  seem  to  be,"  he   said,    "but  as  forces  that  are  hastening 
the  process  of  man's  moral  and  spiritual  development. 

""*Ve  can  agree  that  science   has  wrought  means  to  obliterate  man; 
but  we  must  also  agree  that  it  has  unchained  him  to  perform  loftier 
tasks,   to  create  better  tomorrows,"  he   concluded.

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Research  progress   in  Burira  will  be  examined  firsthand  this 
month  by  Dr.   Haldon  A.   Leedy,   vice  president  and  director  of  Axzdut 
Research  Foundation  of   Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,    Chicago. 

The  Foundation  earlier  this  year  undertook  a  three-year  program 
to  reorganize  and  expand  the  State   Industrial  Research  Institute  of  Burns. 
Under  terms  of  the  project,    the  Foundation's  assistant  director,  Dr. 
Christopher  Z.   Barthel,    Jr.,   went  to  Burrm   to  head  the  development 
program. 

The  first  phase  of  the  project   is  now  completed.     This  phase 
consisted  of  a  detailed  analysis  of  the  existing  organization  and 
facilities  of  the  Burmese  institute  and  plans  for   its  reorganization 
and  enlargement. 

Dr.   Leedy  now  will  visit  Burim  and  spend  two  weeks  at  the 
institute  in  Rangoon.     He  will  study  the  work  done  thus  far  and  will 
confer  with  Barthel  and  Burmese  officials  to  determine  the  best  future 
program  to  meet  the  technological  needs  of  the  country. 

Ultimately  the  Burmese   institute  plans  to  erect  a  modern  research 
facility  on  a  35-acre  tract  in  Rangoon.     This  facility  will  be  patterned 
after  Armour  Research  Foundation,    one  of  the  world's  leading  independent 
research  organizations.

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Like  ARF,   Burma's  new  research  center  will  conduct   confidential 
research  and  development  projects  for  industry,    carry  out 
government-sponsored  research,   offer  technological  advice  and  assistance 
for  modernization  of  industries,   and  pursue  fundairental  research  problems. 

The  three-year  project  to  strengthen  Burma's  research  and 
development  activity  is  one  of  many  similar  projects  conducted  throughout 
the  world  by  the  Foundation's   international  department.      Other  projects 
are  currently  under  way  in  Mexico,   the  Carribbean,  South  America,    India, 
and  Pakistan. 

Dr.   Leedy  ?/ill  visit  several  of  these  projects   in  India  and 
I^kistan  after  he   completes  his  work  in  Burtra.      In  India  he  will  meet 
with  J.  D.    Long,  iiRF  srrall  industry  development  advisor  to   the  Damodar 
Valley  coporation  (a  TVA-like  undertaking),  and  J.   F.   Schnur,   Foundation 
steel  technologist  who   is  demonstrating  modern  foundry  techniques  to  the 
country's  foundry  industry. 

In  Ikkistan  Dr.   Leedy  will  confer  with  George  D.  Thomas,  ARF 
nachine  tool  technologist.     Thomas   is  advising  Pakistani  industries   in 
the  improved  utilization  of  production  tools  and  equipment. 

Dr.  Leedy  will  depart   from  Chicago  Oct.   21  and  expects  to  return 
in  a  month's  time. 
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Support  for  a  one-year  study  to  determine  the  source  of  air 
pollution  in  the  Chicago  area  will  be  one  of  the  goals  of  the  Midwestern 
Air  Pollution  Prevention  association  fall  meeting  at  Hotel  Gary,  Garyi 
lod. ,  October  I5  and  I6, 

The  association  hopes  to  stimulate  financial  interest  in  the 
$25, 000- study,  to  be  conducted  by  the  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

MiEPA  and  the  Foundation  are  trying  to  explode  the  fallacy  that 
dirt  is  a  sign  of  prosperity,  according  to  Dr.  Walter  C,  HcCrone,  senior 
chemist  at  the  Foundation. 

He  asserted  that  cities  can  be  as  clean  as  the  country.  Furtherircre, 
he  added,  a  large  share  of  the  necessary  improvement  would  be  feasible, 
practical  and  economical. 

Dr.  McCrone  pointed  out  that  the  cooperation  of  nost  Chicago 
area  communities  is  essential  to  the  study.   "The  problem  cannot  be 
isolated  to  one  or  two  cities.  V/hat  happens  in  one  community  is  of 
vital  interest  to  the  next,"  he  said. 

The  Foundation  study  will  embrace  Cicero,  Eenvyn,  Svanston, 
Oak  Ffeirk,  Maywood,  Elgin,  Joliet,  Hast  Chicago,  Gary,  Hammond,  and

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Business  and  industry  must  unite  with  educational  and  research 
organizations  to  make  our  factories,   offices,    and  homes  safer,  Dr.   John 
T.   Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    Chicago, 
said  today. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  addressed  the  all-industry  luncheon  sponsored 
by  the  Chicago  chapter  of  the  Society  of  Chartered  property  and  Casualty 
Underv;riter3  at    the  Jt'almer  House   in  Chicago. 

He  reminded  the  group  that  accidental  losses  have  been  increasing 
steadily  and  added,    "The  day  is   long   p-.st  when  we  can  shrug  off  this 
wanton  VTaste.     ^-nErican  business  and   industry  have   paid  a   terrible 
toll  in  lives,    property,   and  good  will  from  accidents  and  dis-isters 
that  never  should  have  happened. " 

These   increasing  losses  result  from  America 's   iacreased 
industri-ilization  and  increased  use  of  industry's  products,   he  said. 
He   listed  new  materials,    new  processes,    increased  use  of  explosive 
gases,    and  dangerous  che.nicals  as  among  the  direct  causes  of  fires, 
explosions,    and  other  accidents. 
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"However,"  he  said,  "all  progress  involves  risks.  I  do  net 
propose  that  we  stifle  progress  to  lessen  harzards.  No,  our  csivilization 
will  move  ahead,  but  we  must  see  to  it  that  knowledge  and  practice  of 
ways  to  safeguard  life  and  property  rcove  with  it." 

Vast  amounts  of  research  and  education  are  needed  to  work  out 
ways  of  preventing  disasters  and  to  teach  them  to  young  men  and  women, 
the  Illinois  Tech  president  said* 

"Scholarships,  endowments,  and  other  means  of  support  will  speed 
the  day  v^hen  we  in  education  can  meet  growing  demands  for  an  adequate 
supply  of  men  trained  in  prevention  and  protection  techniques, 

"In  research,  business  and  industry  must  support  more  investigations 
aimed  at  developing  nev/  knov/ledge  in  the  field.  They  can  do  this  in 
their  own  laboratories,  where  they  have  them,  or  by  sponsoring  research 
projects  at  independent  laboratories. 

"The  challenge  is  pressing  because  cf  the  continuing  trend 
toward  ever  greater  expansion  of  technology  and  employment  of  technology  s 
products.   Cur  salvation  lies  in  the  fact  that  this  same  technology 
can  be  applied  to  the  search  for  and  application  of  adequate  safeguards." 

As  examples  of  what  can  be  done,  Dr.  Rettaliata  reviewed  the 
work  of  Illinois  Tech  in  training  fire-protection  and  safety  engineers 
and  the  work  of  its  Armour  Research  Foundation  in  devising  new  ways  to 
control  hazards. 
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YOU  AND  TECHNOLOGY 

An  address  to  be  delivered  by  Dr.  John  T. 
Rettaliata,  president  of  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  at  an  All-Industry 
Luncheon  sponsored  by  the  Chicago  chapter 
of  the  Society  of  Chartered  Property  and 
Casualty  Underwriters  on  October  7,  1953, 
at  the  Palmer  House,  Chicago. 

I  appreciate  your  invitation  to  address  this 
All-Industry  Luncheon.   It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  be 
given  the  opportunity  of  exchanging  ideas  with  a  group 
of  businessmen. 

In  speaking  with  you,  I  do  not  believe  it  is 
necessary  to  present  proof  that  your  profession  has 
been  extremely  beneficial  to  our  country.   It  is  an 
axiom  that  your  v/ork  has  encouraged  enterprise  in  this 
land  by  providing  organizations  and  individuals  v;ith 
a  financial  buffer  between  them  and  catastrophe.   We 
all  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  you  v/hose  efforts 
and  abilities  go  so  far  toward  preserving  private  and 
corporate  capital  from  destruction  by  accidents  or 
disaster. 

Experience  has  shown  us  that  your  work  is  essential 
to  the  preservation  of  a  highly  developed  society  such 
as  ours. 

Equally  essential,  I  believe,  are  the  roles  of 
technological  research  and  education.   It  is  about  those 
subjects  that  I  want  to  talk  with  you  today. 
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It  is  paradoxical,  but  true,  that  technology 
is  both  a  cause  and  a  preventive  of  industrial  and 
private  losses.   It  is  a  cause  in  that  the  manifold 
industrial  processes  and  their  products  that  so  char- 
acterize our  way  of  life  present  many  hazards  in  their 
operation.   It  is  a  preventive  because  the  same 
scientific  method  that  ^ives  us  a  new  industry  can, 
if  applied,  cive  us  safeguards  to  cope  with  the  new 
hazards  created, 

I  believe  this  is  significant,  this  fact  of 
increasing  benefits  and  increasing  hazards  flowing 
from  our  application  of  Technology,   it  illustrates  an 
ancient  principle,  the  principle  that   few  things  are 
either  "good"  or  "bad"  in  themselves.   Most  things 
are  good  or  bad  only  insofar  as  we  use  them  wisely 
or  unwisely. 

The  body  of  knowledge  we  call  technology  is  no 
exception.  If  it  sometimes  seems  to  be  turning  on  us 
to  destroy  us,  that  is  no  reason  to  condemn  it.  It 
only  indicates  that  we  have  misused  it,  that 
somewhere  along  the  way  we  have  neglected  to  put  in 
sufficient  effort  aimed  at  making  a  new  development 
safe  to  use, 

'■'e  in  the  United  States  see  this  problem  especially 
clearly,  because  here  the  past  few  decades  have  been 
characterized  by  tremendous  growth  and  technological 
progress.   Our  history  of  technological  development  is 
unparalleled  anywhere.   In  the  course  of  this  surge  of 
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self  development,  we  have  encountered  new  risks  and 
dangers , 

Hov\fever,  all  progress  involves  risks,  I  do  not 
propose  that  we  stifle  progress  to  lessen  hazards. 
No,  our  civilization  will  move  ahead,  but  we  must  see 
to  it  that  knov/ledge  and  practice  of  ways  to  safeguard 
life  and  property  move  v/ith  it. 

Each  new  development  will  give  rise  to  additional 
problems  of  using  it  safely.   They  will  be  solved,  I 
believe,  only  by  applying  to  them  the  same  scientific 
method  that  led  to  their  creation.   You  might  call  this 
a  new  way  of  fighting  fire  with  fire. 

This  far-reaching  growth  of  American  Industry  has 
multiplied  safety  hazards,  and  the  danger  grows  constantly 
greater  as  industry  continues  to  become  more  complicated 
under  the  stimulus  of  technological  progress.   The  great 
advances  we  have  seen  in  the  field  of  plastics  and  other 
synthetic  materials,  to  cite  one  example,  have  created 
new  perils.   Others  are  involved  in  industry's  increased 
use  of  oxygen,  ozone,  and  concentrated  hydrogen  peroxide, 
all  of  which  are  extremely  hazardous  if  not  handled 
properly. 

With  industry  also  making  routine  use  of  explosive 
gases  and  flamriable  liquids,  wo  are  facing  a  situation 
where  wo  must  choose  between  scientific  fire  protection 
or  industrial  suicide. 

The  increasing  use  of  flammable  liquids  and  gases, 
alone,  presents  new  dangers  because  their  transportation. 
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storage,  and  ultimate  use  arc  invariably  coupled  with  the 
added  hazards  of  high  pressures  and  great  volumes.   'Ve  need 
more  knowledge  here,  because  fires  caused  by  flammable  liquids 
and  gases  are  easier  to  prevent  than  to  fight. 

Increasing  use  of  potentially  dangerous  chemicals  also 
spells  danger.   They  can  be,  and  usually  are,  used  without 
accident,  but  only  if  their  m.anufacture,  storage,  transportation, 
and  use  are  carefully  regulated.   Adequate  regulations  can  be 
written  and  enforced  only  after  thorough  study  of  the  problems 
involved.   Again,  this  is  a  job  for  science. 

I  could  go  on  and  list  other  materials  or  processes  in  use 
and  under  development  that  spoil  danger.  The  point  I  want  to 
make  is  that  disaster  prevention  stands  as  a  race  between  tech- 
nological developments  and  the  protective  measures  that  must  be 
instituted  to  control  them.  Fortunately,  these  protective 
measures  can  be  developed  in  the  same  university  and  industrial 
laboratori'js  that  give  us  our  advancing  technology. 

The  thing  we  must  remember,  however,  is  that  all  progress 
would  cease  if  safety  and  security  were  to  become  the  only 
controlling  factors.   This  must  not  happen.   We  are  a  nation 
of  pioneers,  and  we  must  go  on  pioneering  along  the  sometimes 
dangerous  frontiers  of  knowledge, 

V/lth  each  new  penetration  of  nature's  secrets,  vro  are 
exposed  to  new  and  unforeseen  dangers.  Nuclear  fission  and 
radio-activity  are  two  good  examples. 

As  I  see  it,  a  new  program  of  precautions  must  be  developed 
and  enforced  because  of  fie  increased  use  of  radioactive  and 
fissionable  m.aterials  in  industry  and  science.  Much  progress  is 


being  made  In  this  area,  .  The  same  scientific  know-hov;  that 
v/as  responsible  for  these  new  developments  is  being  put  to  use 
devising  control  measures, 

I  am  sure  that  the  future  offers  still  more  promise  and 
challenge  to  the  science  of  disaster  protection.  Inherent  hazards 
are  part  and  parcel  of  each  new  material  and  process  being 
developed. 

We  must  also  remember  that  the  advances  we  make  today  in 
finding  solutions  to  our  present-day  protective  problems  might 
not  be  adequate  tomorrow,  SciDnce  and  technology  are  making 
great  strides.  Thoj   will  never  stand  still  long  enough  for  us 
to  rest  on  present  knowledge  regarding  control  measures. 

Thus,  danger  is  almost  automatic  in  a  technological  society. 
Our  problem  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  nev/  knowledge  required  to 
cope  v/ith  this  danger  is  not  nearly  so  automatic.  It  must  be 
sought  out  painstakingly  in  the  laboratory  and  then  taught  to 
m.en  and  women  who  will  apply  it.  In  other  words,  we  need  ex- 
tensive programs  of  research  and  instruction  so  that  each  new 
advance  in  technology  will  be  accompanied  by  a  similar  advance 
on  the  science  of  protection, 

I  need  not  remind  this  group  that  accidental  losses  have 
been  increasing  steadily  year  by  year.   The  day  is  long  past 
when  v;e  can  shrug  off  this  wanton  waste.   American  industry 
and  business  have  paid  a  terrible  toll  in  lives,  property,  and 
good  will  for  many  years  fror/:  accidents  and  disasters  that  never 
should  have  happened. 

I  don't  mean  to  imply  that  there  have  not  been  any  advances 
in  the  fields  of  prevention  and  protection.   On  the  contrary, 
technology  has  taken  great  steps  in  meeting  nev/  situations. 
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Historically,  the  first  fire  hydrant  as  we  know  it  was 
developed  in  1803.  In  1862  the  flush  hydrant  and  standpipe  type 
came  into  use.  It  was  also  about  this  time  that  the  first  steam 
fire  engine  was  put  into  operation  in  New  York  City.  ■■7e  smile  at 
pictures  of  these  engines  today,  but  they  represented  in  their 
day  practical  application  of  the  technology  of  that  era. 

The  year  1852  also  saw  the  first  v/idespread  use  of  the 
perforated-pipe  sprinkler  system,  non-automatic.  By  1875,  the 
predecessor  of  the  autom.atic  sprinkler  had  appeared  on  the  market. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  errly  protection  devices  that 
sprang  fi'om  the  niishrooraing  technology  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
I  refer  to  tliem  in  passing  to  indicate  that  technically  trained 
persons  havo  devoted  their  energies,  ovor  the  years,  in  attem.pts 
to  keep  up  with  the  surge  of  progress  in  other  fields. 

However,  the  develoT:i::3nt  of  accident  and  disaster  prevention 
as  a  science  in  its  own  right  has  been  relatively  slow,  Luch  of 
the  fault  lies  with  industry's  lack  of  interest  in  protection 
because  of  the  difficulties  in  appraising  the  results.  It  is  a 
simple  matter  to  recognize  failures  when  a  conflagration  or 
other  disaster  occurs,  but  no  one  is  able  to  calculate  just  how 
•  much  money  has  been  saved  by  good  prevention  methods  and 
engineering. 

It  is  unfortunato  that  only  the  failures  are  clearly  recog- 
nized, '.Ve  all  know  that  failure  occurred  som.ewhero  along  the 
line  v/hon  the  Texr  s  City  disaster  occurred.  Very  fe'v  persons,  I 
fear,  contemplate  the  countless  numbers  cf  such  disasters  that 
have  been  prevented  by  good  engineering  . 

Nevertheless,  although  slow  at  times,  there  has  been  a 
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steady  growth  of  interest  on  the  part  of  business  and  industry. 
They  realize  that  more  and  better  solutions  must  be  found  for 
the  technical  problems  involved  in  controlling  the  hazards 
inherent  in  our  expanding  technology  and  in  protecting  hi.iraanity 
against  these  hazards. 

To  direct  this  interest  into  productive  channels,  I  firmly 
believe  there  is  a  definite  need  for  a  vast  arrount  of  research 
and  education  to  be  performed.   Only  thus  can  industry  and  the 
general  public  understand  the  principles  of  prevention  end 
protectirn. 

This  research  and  education  is  vital,  especially  now  v/hen 
the  marvelous  technical  progress  of  the  twentieth  century  has 
opened  the  door  to  vast  new  enterprises.  There  is  an  increasing 
need  for  basic  information  on  countless  phenomena  that  are 
vitally  important  to  understanding  fires,  explosions,  and 
accidents . 

We  must  equip  ourselves  to  go  into  mony  of  the  problems  that 
face  us  and  find  totally  new  solutions.  The  next  10  years  will 
bring  tremendous  new  developments  in  all  phases  of  endeavor.  '7e 
Tiust  match  them  '.'ith  control  m.easures  by  using  all  available 
I'esearch  and  educational  facilities. 

There  is  a  trem.endcus  am.ount  of  this  kind  of  res_^arch  and 
education  ^vaiting  to  be  done.  Colleges  and  universities  can  not 
to  the  job  alone.  They  need  t'r.3   steadjr  support  of  business 
and  Industry. 

Scholarships,  endowments,  and  other  rne-^ns  of  suoport  will 
speed  the  day  when  we  in  education  can  meet  growing  der.ands  for 
an  adequate  supply  of  men  trained  in  prevention  and  protection 
techniques. 
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In  roS'jarch,  business  and  industry  must  support  moro 
investigations  aimed  at  developing  new  knov/ledge  in  the  field. 
They  can  do  this  in  their  own  laboratories,  whure  they  have 
them,  or  by  sponsoring  research  projects  at  independent 
laboratories. 

Research  into  such  matters  as  the  pressure  developed  in 
dust  explosions  and  the  amount  of  heat  required  to  set  off  an 
explosion  would  help  in  expansion  of  better  protective  methods. 
In  fact,  research  along  many  lines  is  vital  if  we  are  to  keep 
prevention  and  protection  techniques  abreast  of  other  tech- 
nological developments. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  institution  with 
which  it  is  my  privilege  to  be  associated  has  pioneered  in  this 
field,  Kore  than  50  years  ago,  'Villiam  H.  Merrill,  founder  of 
Underwriters'  Laboratories,  proposed  the  establishm.ent  cf  a 
training  program  to  Dr.  Frank  V/,  Gunsaulus.   Dr.  Gunsaulus  was 
president  of  Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  one  of  the  fore- 
runners of  the  present  Illinois  Tech. 

Merrill  offered  the  use  of  his  own  organization's 
laboratories,  and  Dr.  Gunsaulus  accepted  the  offer.  In  1905, 
the  program  was  launched  with  an  enrollment  of  12  students. 

Today,  Illinois  Institute  nf  Technology  graduates  some  25 
to  30  fire  protraction  and  safety  engineers  each  year,  with  the 
50-year  total  running  to  more  than  800.  Illinois  Tech  is  the 
only  educational  institution  offering  a  course  of  this  sort. 

In  addition,  our  Armour  Research  Foundation  offers  industry 
a  v/ide  variety  of  research  services  in  the  fields  of  fire 
prevention  and  safety.  Through  the  Armour  Plan  of  Research, 
the  specialized  talents  and  facilities  present  in  our  various 
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departmonts  can  bo  efficiently  applied  to  practically  any 
phase  of  research  and  development  work  arising  in  connection 
with  safety  or  fire-prevention  problems. 

There  is  no  lack  of  problems  for  our  research  men  and 
women.  The  need  is  great  for  basic  information  on  combustion, 
flame  spread,  explosion  pressure  venting,  application  of  water, 
electrostatic  effects  on  flame,  fire-protective  coatings,  and 
countless  other  phenomena.   At  Armour  Research  Foundation  we 
are  equipped  to  go  into  many  of  these  problems,  but  we  need 
backing  and  encouragement  from  business  and  industry. 

The  next  10  years  could  well  bring  tremendous  new  develop- 
ments in  control  measures  if  adequate  suprort  is  forthcoming. 
%  should  all  strive  to  see  that  these  developments  do  occur. 

In  conclusion,  let  ne  say  that  I  believe  we  can  m.ovo 
forward  in  solving  the  many  sr.fety  problems  that  beset  us.  You 
underwriters  have  made  great  strides  in  making  financial  safe- 
guards available.  How  it  is  for  us  in  technological  pursuits  to 
make  similar  progress  in  minimizing  losses. 

Certainly,  we  have  the  technical  ability  to  work  out 
adequate  controls.  However,  it  is  imperative  that  business 
and  industry  back  our  efforts  and  then  that  we  devote  the  time 
and  energy  of  our  most  able  men  and  women  to  the  task. 

The  challenge  to  do  so  is  pressing  because  of  the  continuing 
trend  tov;ord  ever  greater  expansion  of  technology  and  employment 
of  technology  Is  products.   Our  salvation,  as  we  have  seen,  lies 
in  the  fact  that  this  sa-e  technology  can  be  applied  to  the 
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search  for  and  the  application  of  adequate  safeguards.   The 
compensations  we  derive  from  the  solutions  we  find  will  come 
not  only  from  gratification  at  having  solved  problems  but 
also  from  the  humanitarian  achievemient  of  having  brought 
increased  safety  to  life  and  property, 

^■'or!-:ing  together,  business,  industrj',  education,  and 
scientific  research  can  meet  the  challenge  and  enable  us  to 
pass  on  to  our  children  a  safer  v;orld  in  which  to  work  and  live. 
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A  $30,000  research  grant  for  bio-chemistry  study  has  been  awarded 
to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  by  the  Toni  division  of  the  Gillette 

company. 

The  funds  are  for  a  year's  study  in  the  biology  department  of 
endocrinology,  tumors,  and  keratin,  the  prominent  protein  in  hair  and 
skin. 

Dr.  Leon  L.  Gershbein,  associate  professor  of  bio-chemistry 
will  direct  the  study.  Working  with  him  will  be  Dr.  Bogualaw  Krotoczynski, 
research  associate.  Both  formerly  wer«  with  the  college  of  medicine  at 
the  University  of  Illinois, 
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Over-enthusiasm  in  striving  to  achieve  greater  mass  production 
techniques  nay  be  leading  United  States  industry  to  overlook  certain 
facets  of  new  methods  which  could  wipe  out  years  of  progress. 

This  V7as  the  opinion  of  James  Robinson,  chief  engineer  for 
Vickers,  Inc.,  Detroit,  in  an  address  today  (Oct»  9)  before  the  industrial 
nonflammable  fluids  session  of  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial 
%draulics  at  the  Sheraton  hotel  in  Chicago. 

The  conference  is  sponsored  annually  by  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  and  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology. 

"In  the  race  for  increased  mass  production,"  Rcbinscn  said, 
American  industry  has  been  inclined  to  "overlook  the  fact  that  new 
techniques  in  production  may  necessitate  the  use  of  certain  materials 
which  could,  should  one  slight  accident  occur,  cause  a  chain  reaction 
of  other  accidents  tkat  could  be  disasterous. " 

"While  I  do  not  believe  that  the  recently  publicized  industrial 
fires  have  been  directly  caused  by  the  presence  of  hydaulic  oils, 
undoubtedly  the  amounts  of  such  fluids  in  any  plant  add  to  a  conf ligration 
once  it  is  under  way,"  Robinson  said.

Robinson  pointed  out  that  the  industrial  fires  would  not  have 
been  as  intense  without  hydrualic  oils  to  feed  the  flames.  Ke  emphasized 
that  the  use  of  synthetic  nonflamnable  fluids  would  certainly  have 
decreased  the  intensity  of  the  blazes. 

"V/ith  synthetic  fluids  available,  why  are  they  not  more  generally 
in  use?"  he  asked.  He  outlined  two  major  considerations  which  influence 
the  acceptance  of  nonflanmable  fluids. 

"First,  can  these  fluids  be  used  satisfactorily  from  a  working 
standpoint?  Secondly,  what  changes,  if  any,  must  be  nade  to  the  na chine 
or  other  hydraulic  circuit  to  insure  satisfactory  perfornance?" 

The  effect  today  of  nonflammable  fluids  in  machine  tools  has 
shown  renarkable  results,  he  said. 

"Perhaps  synthetic  fluids  are  being  adopted  because  they  are 
the  easy  Tvay  out  of  hazardous  conditions,  such  as  fires,  rather  than 
the  removal  of  the  cause  of  fires  by  better  engineering  and  improved 
maintenance.  V/hatever  the  reason,  v/e  all  must  realize  that  synthetic 
fluids  are  here  to  stay, "  he  concluded.

Illinois   Institute  of  Technology  Trill  begin  construction  next 
inDnth  on  tv;o  new  $1,150,000  nine-story  apartment  buildings  for  narried 
students  and  staff  members,    it  v/as  announced  today  by  Dr.   John  T. 
Rettaliata,   president  of  the   Institute. 

Construction  of  these  buildings,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  will  be 
a  big  step  toward  the  completion  of  the  first  half  of  the  residential 
area  of  Illinois  Tech's  fast-growing  campus. 

Target  date  for  the  completion  of  this  phase  of  the  eventual 
110-acre  campus  on  Chicago's  Near  South  Side  is  Ivlarch  1,    1355* 

The   Institute  will  advertise  for  contractors'   bids  on  the  two 
nev/  apartment  buildings  Monday   (Oct.   12).      It  has  received  a  $2,280,000 
loan  from  the  Federal  Housing  and  Home  Finance  agency  to  finance  the 
construction. 

Land  for  the  apartments  has  been  purchased,   and   the  sites  are 
now  being  cleared.     Both  buildings  will  be   located  in  the  same  block 
V7ith  Oarnan  hall  and  Gunsaulus  hall,   the  Institute's  two  completed 
apartment  buildings.      One  of  the  new  structures  will  be  built  at   the 
corner  of  3l3t  street  and  Michigan  avenue,   and  the  other  at  31st  and 
Wabash  avenue. 
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Designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,    internationally  known 
architect  and  director  of   Illinois  Tech's  department  of  architecture, 
both  new  apartment  buildings  will  be  similar   in  appearance  to  Carman 
hall  but  will  have  different-sized  dwelling  units. 

The  31st  and  IVIichigan  apartment,   temporarily  called  the  East 
building,   will  have  56  units  of  six,    five,   and  two  rooms.      The  West 
apartment  will  have  88  units  of  four,   three,  and  two  rooms. 

Together  with  Oariran  hall's  96  apartments  and  Gunsaulus  hall's 
116  units,    the   Institute  will  be  able  to  accammodate  3^6  student  and 
staff  families  when  the  two  nevf  structures  are  completed* 

The  section  of   IIT's  living  area  now  under  intensive  development 
covers   12  acres — the  equivalent  of  two  full  city  blocks.     The  area  extends 
from  3Ist  street  south  to  a  point  midway  between  32nd  and  33^^  streets 
and  from  Michigan  avenue  v/est  to  the  elevated  tracks  between  Wabash 
avenue  and  State  street© 

By  IVkrch,    1955 1    the   Institute  will  have  converted  this 
slum-blighted  area   into  a  campus  residential  section  complete  with 
housing,  parking,   recreational,   and  service  facilities. 

Already  completed,    in  addition  to  the   tvro  present  apartment 
buildings,    is  an  interdenominational  student   chapel  v/hich  was  dedicated 
last  year.     Three  tennis  courts  were   installed  in  the  area  this  year. 

Now  under  construction  is  a  Student  Comnons  building  at  the 
southwest   corner  of  32nd  and  V/abash.     The  Commons  will  provide  dining, 
recreational,   and  service  facilities  for  the  resident  students  and  staff 
members  of  the   Institute  and  its  affiliated  research  organizations.      It 
is  scheduled  for  completion  in  February,    1954*

Under  the  ne-j  philosophy,  any  type  of  indtustry  '-'ould  "be  able 
to  locate  in  any  zone  as  loijg  as  it  could  meet  certain  st-'nd'rds. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinris  Institute  of  Technology 
is  completing  a  iplO,000  study  for  the  City  Plan  Commission  to  establish 
stand-'' rds  for  possible  use  in  the  proposed  zoning  ordinance. 

Dr.  Jalter  C.  McCrone,  senior  chemist  -■'t  the  Found'^tion,  s^id 
Chicago  is  'jioneering  in  the  nev  zoning  philosophy,  i-'hich  probably 
will  be  the  future  method  of  zoning  all  cities. 

Present  city  ordin-^nces  utilize  the  use-list  technique  under 
v'hich  industries  are  listen'  in  the  respective  zones  r^here  they  may 
loc^tT.  A  '-'e^'Tiess  of  this  technique  is  th-^t  it  is  imnossible  to  make 
up  3  complete  li<^t  of  industries.

He  sflid  the  st-^nd-Tds  h"ve  'b^.^^n   set  up  for  three  manufocturing 
zones  in  respect  to  air  pollution,  noise,  fire  hazards,  traffic,  ^nd 
even  psychological  and  social  fr'ctors. 

In  explaining  the  st'^nd-irds  for  ear.' pollution,",  Jlr.  ;'cCr'~ne 
said  sUiOke  has  been  limited  on  the  "basis  of  the  Ringelnann  smoke  scale. 
Each  pl^.nt  also  is  limited  in  terms  of  the  vfeight  of  solid  natter 
it  can  pump  out  into  the  atmosphere  and  the  odor  it  produces. 

"Present  industries  can,  vith  a  minimum  of  changes,  meet 
the  requirements  for  their  present  zones,"  IiicCrone  asserted.   "In 
addition,  nev  plants  should  have  no  problem  meeting  requirements  for 
the  usual  zone  and  mny  be  able  to  locate  in  a  better  zone." 

The  nev  zoning  method  gives  industries  an  incentive  to  do 
better — to  T^ant  to  be  in  a  better  zone,  Dr.  McCrone  pointed  out.

This  is  a  public 
service  activity  by  the  Foundation,  and  the  city  uses  the  results 
to  measure  the  progress  m=de  in  the  battle  against  air  pollution.

"Results  of  the  study  to  determine  the  sources  of  pollution 
sho'old  yield  the  basic   information  for  determining  the  necessary  steps 
for  reducing  '^ir  pollution  in  ^ur  city,"   Dr.   Leedy  explained. 

He  said  MAPPA  h'^s  selected  the  Armour  Research  Found-^ticn  to  -CTry  out 
the  ;,^5,000  study.     About    j;15»000  of  the  required  funds  has  been 
raised  to  date,    Dr.  Leedy  reported. 
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leedy  air  pollution 

"We  pre  now  in  a   financial  position   to   stTt  this   study  and 
within  the  next  month   scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  will 
■begin  this   important  program,"  he  stated.      "I  am  confident  th^t  at  our 
next  meeting  we  will  have  much  valuable   nnd  interesting  infom-i^iti^-a  to 
report  as  p   result  of  this   study." 

A  nurr."ber  of  modern  analytical  methods  ^nd  several  different 
sampling  techniques  "'hich  hflve  not   been  used  before  in  the  Chicago  area 
will  be  utilized  in  the  study,   according  to  Dr.   Leedy. 

In  addition,   he   said  th^t  the  i.'.AP?A  com:T!ittee  felt   it  was 
highly  desir-ble  to  make  use  of  any  reliabD.e  d">ta  on  ^ir  pollution  "'hich 
may  be  available   in  C'lic^go.      Toward  that  end,   L;A~PA  will  use  the  Air 
Pollution  Control  department  files  and  any  similar  information 
av'^  liable. 

It  is  planned,   Dr.  Leedy  stated,   to  reduce   inform'^tion  from 
case  histories  to  I3k  or  key  sort  cards  so  that  the  results  can  be 
quickly  tabulated  f>nd  interpreted  by  an   engineer  trfiined  in  statistical 
methods.      He  said  statistical  studies  of  such  data  should  lead  to  definite 
conclusions  as  to  the  f sectors  respoi:Sible  for  smoke  violation. 

In  respect  to  the  educational  progr-'^m,   Dr.   Leedy  s^id  every 
possible  source  of  distributing  news  vUl  be  used  to  sDread  information 
about  the  air  Dolluti^n  problem. 

Dr.   Leedy  s-^id  I'.k  PA  ^r^s  formed  about   two  and  one-half  years 
^go  "to  foster  tne  c^ritrol  and  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution  pnd 
improve  s^^nit^tion  of   the  ^ir." 

Interest   in  the  air  pollution  problem  is  nrt  ne"',    Dr.   Leedy 
related,   but  dates  back  before  1870.      He  said  much  progress  h'^s  been 
attained  pnd  Chicago  is  a  cleaner,   better  cit-'^  because  of  the  work  of 
the  pioneer  groups  he  described.

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"?e  cannot  rest  on  our  laurels;  and  I  am  afraid  th;^  t  is  just 
what  we  have  "been  doing,"  he  warned,  has  our  jpopula.tion  continues  t6 
grow,  and  as  industry  continues  to  expand,  new  sources  of  =ir  pollution 
are  created;  and  we  dare  not  relax  our  efforts. 

".Vliile  other  cities  and  large  centers  of  population  have  continued 
to  study  and  improve  their  air  pollution  conditions,  too  little  attention 
has  ■b?en  given  to  changing  conditions  here  in  Chicago." 
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Educational  television  channels  will  benefit  commercial  stations 
and  sponsors  of  commercial  progr.-ms,  according  to  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata, 
president  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Consequently,  he  said,  commercial  interests  have  a  iTge  stake 
in  educational  television  and  should  help  promote  non-commercial 
stations. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  at  a  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Central 
Council  of  the  American  Association  of  Advertising  Agencies  --^t  the 
Blackstone  Hotel  in  Chicago  on  Oct.  15. 

The  young  university  president  is  chairman  of  an  organization 
of  17  educational  and  cultural  institutions  sponsoring  the  proposed 
Chicago  educational  televisioi-'  st'^tion.  Ch^^nnel  11,  ^.nd  is  =  member  of 
the  television  committee  of  the  American  Council  on  Education. 

Listing  benefits  to  be  expected  from  establishment  of  educational 
chJ'nnels,  Dr.  Rettaliata  s^id  one  of  them  is  th'^t  such  channels  -vill 
persu'^de  m--ny  more  people  to  join  the  television  au'-iience.  Once 
interested  in  television,  they  will  transfer  sore  of  their  interest  to 
rtocneroial  broadcasts,  he  believes. 

The  increased  ran,-e  of  choice  afforded  by  educnion^l  broadcasts 
should  have  =»  powerful  effect  in  forest -Uing  public  boredom  with  the 
medium,  he  said.

Education-''-l  television  fllso  will  help  commeroi'il  programming 
by  providing  new  ideas,  Dr.  Rettalip.t-'  asserted. 

Because  of  high  costs  commercial  stations  c^n't  afford  to  do 
much  experimenting  with  program  innovations  or  new  talent,  he  pointed  out. 
Ideas  found  successful  by  the  educational  channels  will  enrich  commercial 
viewing  as  well,  according  to  the  Illinois  Tech  president. 

Educational  channels  will  have  the  "beneficial  effect  of  removing 
a  few  channels  frorri  co;-mercial  use.  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,  reducing  the 
likelihood  of  there  being  more  stations  than  advertising  can  support. 
"I  have  the  impression,"  he  st-ted,  "that  too  many  commercial  stations 
■effect  the  r-ood  health,  and  consequently  the  resources  to  serve,  of  each." 

Long-tern  benefits  for  --"ll  people  will  result  from  educatif^nal 
video,  the  Illinois  Tech  president  stated. 

"The  purpose  of  every  educator's  career  is  to  enrich  the 
lives  of  m-ny  people.  Since  television  h^is  the  potenti-^lities  to 
r^ise  the  intellectual  level  of  -^11  people,  it  is  natural  th=it  we  should 
be  concerned  th^t  its  full  potentialities  be  developed  quickly." 

Dr.  Rettaliata  said  that  eductors  h?ve  two  b^sic  reasons  for 
being  interested  in  education'-'l  television.   "'.Ve  wil].  gain  »   great  new 
teaching  tool,  and  we  will  h^ve  pn  adc'itionpl  means  to  raise  the 
educational  je/el  of  cur  communities  and  thus  serve  the  future  of  sll 
people  and  the  nation."

Dr.  H.  A.  Leedy,  director  of  the  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology?  today  outlined  the  ingredients 
for  such  a  person  as  he  addressed  the  fourth  annual  Ways  of  Science 
conference  at  Roosevelt  college. 

"Academic  training  is  effective  in  acquainting  the  prospective 
researcher  with  basic  scientific  principles,  "but  it  is  onlv  the  first 
step,"  Dr.  Leedy  said.   "On  the  job  training  is  the  rnly  way  I  know 
to  help  the  young  researcher  acquire  and  develop  the  many  and  varied 
qualifications  he  nust  possess,"  Dr.  Leedy  explained. 

'vThy  is  "on  the  job"  training  so  impcrt^nt? 

Dr.  Leedy  said  it  gives  the  researcher  a  chance  to  work  under 
a  good  research  leader  and  '"ith  other  experienced  researchers — "by  f^r 
the  ~ost  important  char'^cteristics  of  environment  for  training." 

Speaking  on  "A  Scientist's  Opportunities  in  Industrial 
Research,"  the  ARF  director  r'ecl^red  there  is  no  sure  wy  to  select 
the  rir;ht  person  for  training.  He  called  judgment  and  opinion  the 
predominant  factors  in  choosing  p=?rsonnel.

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"Surprisingly,  very  feTi  of  those  starting  out  in  re'?esrch 
f'^ll  "by  the  \^yside  becp.use  of  infidequ.'<te  scientific  training  or 
understanding,"   Dr.   Lesdy  st^^ted.      He  attributed  their  failure  to 
the  l-'ck  of  •"  nu;.;ber  of  ^ptitudss  or  personality  tr-^its,    such  as 
iraagination,   perseverance,   experimental isn,   optimism,   ability  to 
cooper  te,   rind  scientific  integrity. 

The  dem.Tncis  of  industrial  re-^earch,   he  asserteri,   ^re  even 
more  ex-^ctin^.     He  declared  the  industrial  reseflrchgarj.ais"<3^  J3Ei®tth&rsve

goov'  bupiness   judgment,    re-^lizin,  the  necessity  of  making  re^^^eirch  pay 
for  itself." 

Dr.   Leedy  feels  the  rise  of  or-anized  scientific  research  h-^s 
been  the  most  important  and  most  dynamic  single  force  for  prosperity 
•inri  pros^ress  in.  hUiT^n  -^elf-^rG  in  our  history.

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A  33-year-old  organic  chemist  is  the  first  award  winner

He  is  Dr.  Gilbert  Gavlin,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  and  Cornell  university.

Addressing  the  National  Safety  Congress  and  Exposition  in 
the  Conrad  Hi].ton  hotel,  Chicago,  Ahem  listed  the  two  main 
reasons  for  such  investigationsJ 

1.  They  will  discourage  the  "criminal"  arsonist  ^-ho  sets  a 
fire  deliberately  and  the  "involuntary"  arsonist  who  allows  a  fire 
hazard  to  exist  despite  repeated  warnings  and  recommendations. 

2=  They  will  provide  us  with  the  data  "to  enable  us  to  make" 
the  engineering  changes  necessary  to  make  this  a  safer  world  in 
which  to  work  and  live." 

"Fire  losses  in  the  United  States  will  top  a  billion  dollars 
this  year  for  the  first  time  in  our  history,"  the  fire  expert 
declared.   He  called  this  a  sad  commentary  on  a  nation  that  takes 
such  pride  in  technological  adva-nces. 

"Fire,"  Ahem  pointed  cut,  "does  net  qnd  cannot  distinguish 
between  keeping  us  warm  in  our  homes  or  burning  us  alive  in  our 
beds."

It  is  up  to  man  to  control  fire,  he  continued.  "In  order  to 
exercise  control  we  must  have  a  better  understanding  of  how  and  why- 
fires  start."  Ahem  stressed  the  "why"  of  the  problem. 

Ahem,  with  an  eye  to  controlling  fires,  first  defined  a  fire 
cause  as  "the  action  OR  LICK  of  action  which  "brings  together 
combustitle  material  with  a  source  of  ignition." 

Ahem's  definition  points  up  the  fact  a  fire  must  have  two 
elements — something  to  bum  and  a  source  of  ignition.  He  said  available 
statistics  show  fire  causes  listed  as  "flammable  liquids,  welding, 
smoking  and  matches,  etc." 

This  type  of  tabulation  does  not  fit  the  definition  and  does 
not  help  much  in  trying  to  improve  fire  records.  Ahem  said. 

"No  matter  how  hazardous  or  rather  let  us  say  no  matter  how 
susceptible  to  ignition  a  material  may  be,  it  can  be  safely  handled 
by  an  engineering  approach  which  will  eliminate  all  sources  of 
ignition,"  he  explained.  , 

Ahem  stressed  the  difficulty  of  determining  the  fire  cause, 
because  the  destruction  of  fire  frequently  destroys  most  of  the 
evidence.  Although  no  two  fires  in  buildings  are  alike,  there  are 
certain  basic  things  which  will  help  locate  the  cause,  he  said. 

Fire  tends  to  sweep  upward  until  it  meets  an  obstacle,  he  stated. 
Another  clue  helpful  in  tracing  a  fire  to  its  point  of  origin,  he  stated, 
are  the  signs  which  point  to  its  direction  of  travel. 

Such  information  plus  a  knowledge  of  the  coibustible  material 
and  the  source  of  ignition  will  make  it  possible  to  put  together  the 
circumstances  which  brought  the  material  and  the  source  together,  he 
explained.

Ahem  said  the  problem  of  how  the  fire  began  could  be 
determined  at  this  point — and  this  is  the  critical  point,   "because 
manyj   if  not  most,   studies  stop  here.     From  here  we  must  leam 
"why,"  he  asserted. 

Ahem  told  the  safety  meeting  participants  he  kept 
discussion  of  arson  at  a  minimum  because  "this  is  not  an  arson 
meeting." 

"However,   a  study  of  fire  causes  and  arson  inevitably 
come  together.     Both  purposes  could  be  admirably  served  by 
greater  emphasis  on  the  determination  of  the  cause  of  every 
fire  and  why  a  failure  occurred,"  he  concluded.

Safety  engineering  has  failed  to  keep  pa.ce  iTith  other 
engineering  fields  in  research. 

This  is  the  opinion  of  John  J.  jlhem,  director  of  the 
department  of  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  who  addressed  the  National 
Safety  Congress  and  Exposition  today  (Oct.  22)  at  the  Conrad  Hilton 
hotel,  Chicago. 

Ahem  estimated  more  than  3  'billion  dollars  nill  be  spent  on 
research  and  development  in  the  United  Stntes  during  1953. 

"I  am  embarrassed  to  even  speculate  as  to  the  infinitesimal 
proportion  of  this  figure  that  vrill  be  spent  on  research  on  safety 
problems,"  he  declared. 

It  is  in  research,  he  continued,  that  safety  engineering  has 
failed  most  to  keep  pace  with  other  engineering  fields. 

Ahem  asserted  the  engineering  colleges  have  the  facilities  and 
personnel  for  safety  research.  "The  stumbling  block,  "  ;Jaem  said,  "has 
been  a  lack  of  strong  interest  and  support  from  industry  regarding 
research  on  safety  problems."

He  laid  the  "blame  for  this  lag  to  the  engineering  colleges 
rather  than  industry.  "This,  in  the  last  analysis,  is  our  fault  and 
reflects  our  failure  to  impress  on  our  employers  the  importance  of 
finding  solutions  to  many  of  our  technical  safety  problems." 

Ahem  cited  a  second  challenge  to  engineering  colleges — 
the  problem  of  campus  safety. 

Despite  a  number  of  publications  on  campus  safety  made 
available  to  the  schools,  the  operation  of  an  adequate  program  has 
been  difficult  on  most  campuses,  Ahem  said. 

The  pj^oblem,  he  added,  has  been  complicated  by  budget 
deficiencies  resulting  from  decreased  enrollment  the  past  three  years. 
He  Kamed  that  the  schools  "stand  on  the  brink  of  a  tremendous  v/ave 
of  students  vrhich  will  engulf  them  in  the  next  ten  years." 

To  cope  nith  this  problem,  Ahem  suggested  schools  v^ithout  full 
time  safety  engineers,  and  this  includes  most  engineering  schools, 
solicit  the  aid  of  the  local  chapter  of  the  American  Society  of 
Safety  Engineers. 

"We  cannot  disregard  the  effect  of  environment  on  the  future 
development  of  engineers,"  he  said.  "It  is  important  that  during 
their  college  career  they  come  to  recognize  and  become  familiar  vdth 
a  safe  working  and  living  environment." 

Each  new  technological  advance  adds  to  the  burden  of  the 
safety  profession,  Ahem  declared. 

"Tomorrow's  challenge,"  he  warned,  "emanates  from  scientific 
research  which  will  present  us  with  increasingly  complex  safety 
problems.  The  same  technology  that  developed  these  new  products  and 
processes  is  perfectly  capable  of  developing  the  control  measures 

necessary  to  enable  us  to  live  with  them."

The  "ears"  are  audiometric  instruments  which  measure 
levels  of  sound  at  any  location  of  a  factory  or  office — 
something  like  a  Geiger  counter  is  carried  about  to  measure 
radioactivity. 

He  said  a  noise  abatement  group  in  the  A].lig-Chalmers  plant 
searched  for  sources  of  noise  as  part  of  its  health  and  safety 
program. 

'it  was  found  that  a  good  sh'^.re  of  the  noise  in  the  plant 
can  be  reduced  through  good  maintenance  of  machines  and  equipment," 
he  said. 

After  finding  the  worst  noises,  Scholtz  said,  several  methods 

were  employed  to  reduce  them.  The  program  brought  decreases  of 

7  to  15  decibels  in  some  cases,  he  pointed  out.

A  decibel  is  a  measure  of  sound  intensity.  Ordinary 
speech  is  about  60  decibels  louder  than  =.  sound  which  is  barely 
audible . 

The  noise  reduction  was  possible  by  replacing  loose  ge^rs 
and  bearings,  replacing  metal  safety  guards  with  vdre  mesh, 
treating  rooms  V7ith  acoustical  materials,  installing  mufflers 
on  exhausts  and  covering  metal  bench  tops  vrith  wood. 

Scholtz  said  many  industrial  operations  will  present  a 
bigger  problem.  "As  time  goes  on,"  he  concluded,  ttb  hope  to  have 
answers  for  noise  abatement  of  these  operations,  based  on  the 
experience  gained  in  our  program  of  combating  the  effects  of 
noise." 
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If  djTiamite  is  set  off  in  the  middle  of  ^.n  uninhabited 
area,  is  there  no  noise  because  the  explosion  is  not  he^rd  ■by- 
anyone? 

A.  P.  Fugill  of  the  Detroit  Sdison  Company  ansrrered  that 
riddle  today  (Oct.  2A)   at  the  National  Noise  Abatement  Symposium, 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
for  Chicago. 

"Noise,"  said  Fugill,  "is  a  wove  motion  which  becomes  noise 
only  when  it  causes  the  human  ear  to  respond  in  the  pecxiliar 
manner  we  refer  to  as  he^.ring." 

Fugill  spoke  of  the  problems  which  arise  when  an  industry 
finds  itself  in  a  residential  section.   "There  are  people  who 
insist  on  living  close  to  industrial  sites,  who,  nevertheless, 
object  to  excessive  noise.  Therefore,  industry  is  forced  to 

satisfy  the  community's  reasonable  requests  for  satisfactory

living  conditions. 

Industry,  much  like  the  riddle,  often  tries  to  move  into 
unoccupied  territory. . .take  the  noise  away  from  the  people.  "But," 
said  Fugill,  "a  residential  neighborhood  seems  to  spring  up 
magically  almost  at  the  property  line  of  the  industrial  plant."

Fug ill  said  the  protlems  of  reducing  industrial  noise  were 
once  "believed  insurmountable  but  that  great  strides  had  "been  taken 
towards  the  satisfactory  solution  of  the  situation. 

He  explained  how  his  organization,  Detroit  Edison,  had 
met  and  partially  solved  its  residential  noise  complaints. 

He  concluded  there  are  many  cases  where  reduction  of 
noise  in  plants  can  "be  effected  at  little  cost.  In  the 
construction  of  new  plants,  he  advised  careful  consideration 
of  the  noise  factor  from  the  early  stages  of  design.  He  offered 
decentralization  as  a  possilDle  solution  in  some  cases. 

"The  problem  is  not  insolvable,  but  requires  clear 
thinking  and  cooperation  on  all  sides.   Industry  cannot  exist 
without  the  community  in  which  it  is  located  and  the  community 
cannot  "be  economically  healthy  without  industry. " 
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Widespread  uncertainty  in  the  interpretation  of  loss-of- 
hearing  compensation  legislation  has  led  American  industry  into 
facing  an  estimated  2  "billion  dollar  loss-of-hearing  claim. 

This  economic  situation  was  pointed  out  in  an  address  today 
(Oct,  23)  t)y  H.  A.  Nelson,  director  of  vrorkmen's  compensation  for 
./isconsin's  Ind^astrial  Commission,  before  the  National  Noise 
Aoatement  Symposium  on  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
campus . 

The  noise  symposium  is  sponsored  annually  ty  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

Loss-of-hearing  claims  are  filed  when  an  employee 
experiences  complete  or  partial  loss  of  hearing  vhich  can  "be  traced 
to  noisy  v^orking  conditions « 

Nelson  explained  that  there  has  "been  confusion  in  industry'a 
ideas  on  loss-of -hen ring  compensation  for  almost  as  long  as  industry 
has  "been  aware  of  the  effects  of  noise  on  the  hearing  of  its 
employees .

He  said  we  are  now  experiencing  the  results  of  this 
confusion.   "In  New  York  and  New  Jersey  there  are  hundreds  of 
claims  waiting  action.  In  New  Jersey  it  is  said  that  claims 
amounting  to  more  than  five  million  dollars  h^ve  "been  filed  against 
one  company  alone.  New  York  faces  claims  totaling  as  much  as  one 
"billion  dollars." 

Nelson  paralleled  the  progress  of  ^'Wisconsin's  loss-of- 
hearing  laws  with  such  laws  in  other  states.  He  said  that  the 
nation  was  "beginning  to  v.'ork  more  earnestly  on  the  pro"blem  and 
the  future  of  loss-of -hearing  compensation  is  brightening.

George  L.  Bonvallet,  acoustics  expert  at  Amour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  said 
traffic  '.ras  a  greater  noise  pro"bleQ  than  industry,  in  raddress 
today  (Oct.  23)  at  the  fourth  annu?J.  Noise  Abatement  Sycposiun 
on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus. 

He  listed  the  Chicago  sub'.vay  as  the  loudest  of  the  v7indy 
City's  public  vehicles.  He  pointed  out,  horever,  that  the 
noise  could  be  reduced  and  cited  the  Toronto,  Canada,  subvray 
stem  as  a  successful  example. 

Other  sources  of  louder  traffic  noises  are  old-type 
street  cars,  gasoline  and  diesel  buses  and  trucks,  and 

railroads,  lonvllet  said. 

But  certain  noise  reductions  have  been  possible  by 
improvements  in  public  transportation.  Bonvallet  noted  that 
the  trend  to^vard  modem  street  car  design  and  to^:va.rd  the  use  of 
buses  to  replace  street  cars  has  helped. 

Fewer  vehicles  carrying  more  people  has  cut  do".Ti  total 
noise,  too,  he  added. 

"This  nuisance,"  he  concluded,  "can  be  abated  by  education, 

by  investigation  on  the  part  of  manufacturers,  and  if  necessary 

by  legislation."

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It  may  take  longer  than  two  iTeeks  to  form  opinions 
atout  a  country,  "but  Angelo  Mangiarotti  was  impressed  with  one 
thing  in  particular  upon  his  recent  arrival  in  America — fire 
escapes. 

The  young  Italian  architect  and  designer  said  fire 
escapes  are  one  of  the  truly  original  expressions  of  American 
architecture — they  have  no  roots  in  HXirope. 

He  said  fire  escapes  have  developed  in  =  completely 
individual  form  that  is  not  related  to  any  movement  or  school 
of  architecture. 

Mangiarotti  will  have  an  opportiJinity  for  a  closer  study 
of  American  architecture  during  the  coming  year.  He  will  be  in 
Chicago  for  a  year  as  a  visiting  professor  pt  the  Institute  of 
design  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Mangiarotti  is  considered  one  of  the  more  promising 

young  men  of  the  field  in  Italy,  and  is  teaching  product 

design  here. 

"The  possibilities  of  design  are  almost  unlimited  under 

American  production  methods,"  he  said,  "but  this  could  be  a  mixed 
blessing."  He  pointed  out  that  there  is-  a  great  danger  that  quantity 

will  be  substituted  for  quality.

Mangiarotti  studied  architecture  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland, 

during  forld  <7ar  II  and  later  received  his  degree  from  the 

Polytechnic  School  in  his  native  Milan,  Italy. 

The  scope  of  his  work  includes  designs  for  furniture, 

monuments,  interior  furnishings,  television  receivers,  theaters,  . 

hotels,  a  tombed-out  "bank,  and  films,  articles,  and  translations 

on  architectural  subjects. 

Mangiarotti  also  has  done  community  planning.  A  recent 

project  T'as  a  to'.Tn  designed  for  location  in  a  natural  garden  site 

on  the  shores  of  a  small  lake  near  Milan,  formerly  used  as  a  sea 

plane  base.  He  '"orked  in  collaboration  '"ith  another  Italian  planner. 

"Our  idea  was  to  prevent  aimless  spreading  of  the  town, "he 

said.   "i7e  set  definite  limits  by  estaHishing  h'^me  sites  along  the 

perimeter.  But  we  allowed  room  for  future  expansion  within  the 
residential  areas  and  arranged  the  homes  so  they  would  get  maximum 

benefit  from  the  gardens." 

In  1952  Mangiarotti' s  design  of  a  children's  club  building 

for  a  modern  section  of  Milan  now  under  construction  won  first  prize 

in  the  national  Triennale  competition.   He  is  founder  of  the  Free 

Association  of  Student  Architects  and  secretary  of  the  I.'ovement  for 

Architectural  Study,  a  prominent  Italian  architects  group.

"This  was  performed,"  he  explained,  "by  a  new  process  of  pressure 
hydrogasification  which  allowed  the  Gas  Institute  to  produce  a  completely 
interchangeable  natural  gas  substitute  from  natural  gasoline  with 
complete  conversion  of  the  gasoline  to  gas." 

In  outlining  the  advances  being  made  in  natural  gas  research, 
Capt,  Pettyjohn  pointed  out  that  much  remains  to  be  done  before  a 
suitable  substitute  is  developed  for  natural  gas.  The  Institute,  he 
added,  has  been  working  on  the  project  since  1947* 
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He  emphasized  the  importance  of  finding  a  workable  substitute 
with  the  increasing  and  abnormal  demands  for  natural  gas  due  to  the 
weather. 

Oapto  Pettyjohn  said  new  research  planned  for  the  coming  year 
includes  (l)  a  fundaraental  study  of  the  combustion  characteristics  and 
radiant  heat  transfer  in  open  flames  and  (2)  a  study  of  the  storage  of 
hydrocarbons  for  peak  loads. 

He  explained  projects  were  conducted  during  the  last  year  on 
the  autohydrogenation  of  high  Btu  oil  gas  to  improve  its  substitutability 
for  natural  gas  and  a  study  of  the  kinetics  of  the  carbon,  oxygen  and 
steam  system.   (High  Btu  oil  gas  is  gas  made  from  oil  which  is  et^ual 
in  heating  value  to  natural  gas.) 

Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president  of  the  Gas  Institute  and 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  spoke  briefly  and  introduced  Capt. 
Pettyjohn.   F.  PI.  Lerch,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Gas  Institute's  board  of 
trustees  and  director  of  the  Consolidated  Natural  Gas  companyi  New  York, 
gave  the  welcoming  address. 

In  his  report,  Capt.  Pettyjohn  also  described  another  service 
of  the  Gas  Institute— the  second  annual  refresher  courses  in  gas 
engineering  which  were  presented  in  four  three-week  sessions  last  S'ommer. 

Forty-six  gas  industry  men,  representing  all  sections  of  the 
country,  attended  the  course,  initiated  in  1932  to  extend  the  services 
of  the  Gas  Institute,  Capt.  Pettyjohn  said. 

This  year,  he  added,  the  courses  were  expanded  to  cover  the 
"Principles  of  Gas  Technology,"  the  four  basic  courses  on  which  the 
Institute's  educational  program  is  built.

Speaking  at  a  dinner  meeting  of   the  Society  of  -automotive 
Engineers  at  the  Conrad  Hilton  Hotel,   Dr.  Rettaliata  said,    "The  ivory 
tower  must  become  a  hall   in  which  the  most  practical  problems  are 
investigated. 

"In  this  day,    the   fruits  of  the  tremendous   intellectual  capacity 
present  in  our  universities  should  no  longer  be   limited  to  the  classroom. 
They  should  be  made  available  to  society,   because  society's  need  for 
them  is  very  great." 

There   is  another  reason  v/hy  society  should  benefit  more  from  the 
knowledge  available   in  our  academic  institutions,    the   Illinois  Tech 
president  said. 

"This   is   the   fact   that  many  of  society's   problems   stem  from 
discoveries  made  in  the  university  laboratory.      It  seems  reasonable, 
therefore,    to  expect  these  same   talents  and  facilities  to  participate 


in  their  solution."

Aa  an  example  of  the  things  educational  institutions  can  offer 
their  communities,  Dr.  Rettaliata  cited  the  opportunity  they  present 
for  men  and  women  to  enrich  themselves  through  appreciation  of  their 
cultural  heritage. 

Also,  he  said,  educational  institutions  can  do  much  to  help 
nake  our  society  more  productive  and  more  secure.  They  can  do  this, 
he  aserted,  by  training  more  and  better  engineers  and  scientists  and 
by  expanding  their  scientific  research  programs. 

"Only  an  advancing  technology  can  enable  men  to  realize  their 
ancient  dream  of  more  goods  with  less  work,"  he  asserted.

In  a  report  mailed  to  the  Institute's  bocrd  of  trustees  and 
friends,  Dr,  Rettaliata  pointed  to  advances  in  operating  income, 
campus  physical  development,  research,  and  scholarships. 

Illinois  Tech  reported  the  highest  operating  income  in  its 
history  during  the  past  year  -  $111,319,000,  In  addition,  the  IIT 
president  said,  salaries  of  the  faculty  were  increased  $   p^r  cent, 
effective  at  the  b'Zrrinning  oi  the  past  academic  year. 

The  program  of  redevelopment  of  a  forraer  slum  arna  into  a 
modem  camous  continued  with  the  construction  of  a  96-apartm;nt 
building,  Carrr.an  hall,  and  a  r;  search  laboratory  for  the  Association 
of  American  Railroa'is. 

Relocation  of  228  families  and  demolition  ox'  3'-'  old  buildings 
in  the  campus  area  also  were  reported. 
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Dr»  Rettaliata  said  the  campus  residence  area  will  be  $0 
per  cent  complete  when  two  more  apartment  buildings  like  Carman 
hall  are  erected  in  the  block  bounded  by  31st  and  32nd  streets  and 
Wabash  and  Michigan  avenues.  Construction  will  begin  in  November. 

The  IIT  president  pointed  out  that  the  combined  research

A  specialised  facility  —  the  National  Center  of  Education  and 
Research  in  Dynamic  Equipment  Policy  was  established  during  the  year, 
Dr.  Rettaliata  reported.  The  center  deals  mth  problems  in  acquiring 
and  replacing  capital  equipment  and  will  be  financed  by  the  Machinery 
and  Allied  Products  Institute. 

The  report  also  listed  18  new  scholarships  established  at 
Illinois  Tech  during  the  year.  Of  these,  15  were  contributed  by

Persons  who  have  completed  four  years  of  training,  such  as  that 
provided  at  an  educational  institution,  may  take  the  first  day  of  the 
two-day  examination,  and,  if  successful,  are  enrolled  as  engineers- in- 
training.  After  completing  four  years  of  experience,  they  nay  take  the 
second  phase  of  the  test.   If  they  pass  this,  they  are  registered  as 
professional  engineers. 

The  test  will  be  conducted  under  regulations  of  the  Department 
of  Registration  and  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  by  the  Illinois 

Professional  Engineers  Examining  Committee,  Dr.  Whitehead  explained. 
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Dr.  Whitehead  has  been  named  delegate  from  Illinois  to  attend 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  National  Council  of  State  Board  of  Engineering 
Examiners  Thursday  through  Saturday,  Oct.  29-31»  in  San  Antonio,  Tex» 

Purpose  of  the  council,  according  to  Dr.  Whitehead,  is  to  promote 
uniformity  in  the  administration  of  various  state  laws  pertaining  to 
registration  of  professional  engineers.  Although  each  state  has  its 
OT/n  law,  the  various  laws  have  many  things  in  common,  he  said.  These 
include  two-day  tests  and  written  examinations.

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Sirall  self-contained  sources  of  x-rays  for  use  in  industry  and 
medicine  imy  soon  be  a  commercial  reality  as  a  result  of  work  in  progress 
at  Arrmur  Research  Foundation  of   Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,    Chicago. 

Research  efforts  sponsored  by  the  Foundation  have  been  aimed  at 
development  of  a  "pocket-size"  radiation  source  invented  by  Dr.  Leonard 
Reiffel,   supervisor  of  the  Foundation's  nuclear  physics  section. 

The  new  x-ray  source   can  be  made  in  almost  any  size,   from  tiny 
pellets  to   larger  blocks  or  sheets.     Another  advantage  is  that  it   is 
entirely  self-contained.      There   is  no  bulky  electronic  equipment  and  no 
wiring  connections  as   in  conventional  x-ray  generators  now  used  for 
industrial  and  medical  purposes.     The  radiation  emitted  is  essentially 
the  same  as  that  emitted  by  x-ray  tubes,   but   is  of  lower  intensity. 
The  device   is  potentially  more  flexible  than  the  radium  and 
radon  now  used  in  treating  cancer  and  could  conceivably  be  a  valuable 
supplement  to  existing  techniques,   Reiffel  said. 

Radon,  a  gas  derived  from  radium,   produces  the  right  kind  of 
radiation  for  this  work  but  has  a  very  short  useful  life— only  a  few 
days.     Radium  retains   its  activity  much  longer,   but   it   is  expensive 
and  scarce  and  must  be  removed  after  treatment  is   completed. 
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Eeiffel's  device,  on  the  other  hand,  can  be  designed  to  remain 
active  for  almost  any  time  period  desired,  from  a  few  days  to  many  years. 
Also,  it  produces  only  the  desirable  x-rays,  unlike  ordinary  radioactive 
iostopes.  Squally  important,  Reiffel  said,  is  the  fact  that  it  is 
fairly  inexpensive. 

Foundation  physicists  caution  that  this  is  not  a  new  cancer  cure 
and  that  it  should  not  be  thought  of  as  such«  They  emphasize  that  this 
is  only  one  more  radiation  tool  that  should  be  useful  in  medicine  as 
radium  and  conventional  x-ray  equipment  have  been  useful. 

Industry  also  should  benefit  from  the  discovery,  Foundation 
physicists  believe.  X-rays  now  are  used  for  inspecting  vital  parts, 
but  the  bulky  equipment  needed  to  produce  them  limits  their  usefulness. 
'With  the  new  source,  this  sort  of  examination  should  be  easier  than  it 
now  is. 

"To  make  an  x-ray  picture  of  an  airplane  wing,  for  example,  you 
could  put  the  radiation  source  right  inside  the  wing  and  place  film 
around  the  outside,"  Reiffel  said.   "When  you  developed  the  film  you 
would  have  an  x-ray  picture  of  the  wing  structure." 

Somewhat   similar  methods  are  no\7  in  use  employing  radioactive 
isotopes,  he  added,  but  the  pictures  produced  in  this  way  are  often 
inferior  to  those  rcade  with  x-rays.  The  very  penetrating  rays  produced 
by  radioisotopes  generally  give  pictures  a  lower  contrast  than  can  be 
obtained  with  x-rays,  he  explained. 

The  new  x-ray  source  operates  on  what  is  known  as  the  Bremsstrahlung 
principle.   It  consists  simply  of  a  small  quantity  of  radioactive 
material  surrounded  by  a  layer  of  some  heavy  metal. 
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The  radioactive   center  emits  a  form  of  energy  known  as  Beta  rays, 
which  consist  of  high  energy  electrons.     These  electrons  drive  out 
through  the  atoms  in  the  surrounding  heavy  metal.      In  doing  so,    they 
are  deflected  from  straight   line  paths  through  the  metal,   and  this 
change  in  direction  produces  the  form  of  energy  known  as  x-rays, 

QAantity  and  quality  of  x-ray  energy  coming  out  of  this  Beta  ray 
to  x-ray  converter  can  be  regulated  by  varying  the  core  material  and 
the  thickness  and  composition  of  the  shell. 

"This  type  of  x-ray  source  promises  to  be  a  versatile  device," 
Reiffel  said.      "It  is  very  easy  to  turn  the  radiation  off  by  removing 
the  heavy  metal  shell  and  replacing  it  v/ith  a  sheath  of  plastic  that 
absorbs  Beta  rays  v/ithout  forming  x-rays."     This   is  not  possible  with 
ordinary  radioisotopes,   he  pointed  out. 
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A  senior  in  mechanical  engineering  has  been  awarded  the  Union 
Carbide  and  Carbon  Chemicals  company  scholarship  at  Illinois  Institute

The  Illinois  Tech  campusi  located  on  the  Near  South  Side,  is 
one  of  the  largest  slum  redevelopment  projects  in  Chicago  being  carried 
on  by  private  ownership. 

It  is  bounded  by  31st  streeti  ^Michigan  avenue,  35'^^   street, 
and  the  New  York  Central  railroad  right-of-way.  Since  194°,  Illinois 
Tech  has  erected  I5  modern  buildings.  Two  more  apartment  buildings 
are  scheduled  to  be  started  this  month. 

In  land  clearance,  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  IIT  president, 
reported  that  228  families  have  been  relocated  from  the  campus  and  34 
slum  buildings  have  been  demolished  in  the  past  year. 
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Other  areas  to  be  visited  by  the  Highland  Iferk  group  are 
I/feixvsrell  street,   the  Chicago  Commons,   and  Lake  Meadows.     The  students  will 
have    lunch  at   the   Illinois  Tech  Student  Union  building,  where  Robert  E. 
Cunningham,   assistant  dean  of   students,  will  explain  the  part  Illinois 
Tech  is  playing  in  reclaiming  blighted  land  on  the  Near  South  Side. 
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
